Wired goes all out for 
investor/columnist/star 


Let’s say you run a magazine, and among the most fascinating people in 
the field you cover is a man who also happens to be one of your biggest in- 
vestors, as well as your back-page columnist. Do you adhere strictly to 
what you learned in Ethics 101 and keep him out of your news pages? Or 
do you play him up? 

For Wired editor/publisher Louis Rossetto, it was obviously an easy call. 
The November issue of Wired revels in its relationship with MIT Media Lab 
founder Nicholas Negroponte. Not only does the cover feature a striking 
mosaic of Negroponte’s face, but inside is a story on the |0th anniversary 
of the lab and a gushing Q&A with the Great Man himself. 

No huge sin is committed. The Negroponte-Rossetto alliance is frankly 
acknowledged in the interview.

AS MAINE GOES? 


Presidential straw poll is revived Down East 


The Maine Republican presi- 
dential straw poll to be held on 
Saturday, November 4, marks the 
return of a campaign ritual that 
has been dormant for 16 years. In 
1979, the last year that Maine 
held a straw poll, George Bush 
bested former Tennessee senator 
Howard Baker, who had been 
considered the favorite going into 
the event. Two weeks later, Baker 
dropped out of the race. Ronald 
Reagan, the eventual victor in 
that season’s presidential cam- 
paign, did not attend. But as Bak- 
er’s exit demonstrates, the folks 
Down East can, at times, have an 
impact. 

Five presidential hopefuls will 
attend this year. Senators Phil 
Gramm, Arlen Specter, and 
Dick Lugar are working hardest 
to win the Maine event. 
“Gramm and Lugar are going to

Cambridge filmmaker brings a pro-choice icon back to life 


The anonymous corpse that launched a 
thousand pro-choice marches had a name. 
And that name and the story behind it will 
be known nationwide this Friday when 
Channel 2 airs Leona’s Sister Gerri, Cam- 
bridge filmmaker Jane Gillooly’s powerful 
film about the woman who became a 
posthumous icon for the abortion-rights 
movement. 

Her name was Gerri Santoro. In the po- 
lice photo that was reproduced in Ms. 
magazine in 1973 and later on pro-choice 
placards across the country, she is naked 
and crumpled facedown in the fetal posi- 
tion on the floor of a bleak motel room, 
the victim of an inept and illegal abortion. 
In Gillooly’s film, an artfully understated 
pastiche of still photographs and video- 
taped interviews, Gerri is a beloved mother 
of two daughters, a battered wife, and the 
much-mourned sister of Leona Gordon, 
who didn’t know that the photo existed 
until she saw it in Ms. nine years after it 
was taken. 

“The representation of Gerri that was 
out there in the world was pretty pathetic,” 
says Gillooly, bustling around the kitchen 
of the Cambridge loft that’s been her home 
and studio for nearly 15 years. “I wanted 
to dignify the spirit of the woman in that 
photograph and to bring some humanity to 
that picture.” 

A largely self-taught media artist who 
teaches electronic imaging and video docu- 
mentary at the School of the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston, Gillooly remembers be- 
ing moved by the photo the first time she saw 
it. She didn’t consider delving into the story 


behind it, however, until she learned that the 
woman it depicted had been the aunt of 
Gillooly’s close Cambridge friend, Toni Elka. 
Through Elka, Gillooly met Leona, who 
eventually agreed to tell Gerri’s story. 

Once she learned the details, Gillooly 
knew that it wasn’t simply a story about the 
demise of a desperate woman denied access 
to a legal abortion. 
Rather, it also posed 
questions about do- 
mestic violence, me- 
dia ethics, privacy, 
and the power of 
political symbols. 
Slowly, however, 
she became increas- 
ingly convinced that 
Gerri’s story was, 
perhaps above all, 
about the corrosive- 
ness of silence. 
“Gerri was made to 
feel ashamed of just 
about everything 
she was doing. And

her great surprise, her mother responded 
by revealing that her mother, Gillooly’s ma- 
ternal grandmother, had had an illegal 
abortion. 

Since last summer, when Leona’s Sister 
Gerri first began screening at festivals and 
other venues, it’s prompted a rash of reve- 
lations. After it’s shown, says Gillooly, 
“people come up to me and tell me 
things they’ve never told anyone 
before.” Some talk about abortion, 
but others reveal secrets that have 
nothing at all to do with the film. 

The costs and consequences of 
secrets strike Gillooly as a fasci- 
nating subject, one that she plans 
to explore in her next project. So 
far, she hasn’t decided how she'll 
approach the issue. Once she does, 
however, we’ll surely hear about it. 
Gillooly isn’t one to keep things 
under wraps these days.

CityVote presidential 
primary hits snags 


The idea was sound enough: a 
national presidential straw poll 
on November 7 in the nation’s 
cities to focus public and candi- 
date attention on urban issues. 
Boston Mayor Thomas Menino 
and the Lowell City Council 
jumped on board early and 
pledged to participate. 

But when the voters in 18 
American metropolises — from 
Spokane, Washington, to Burling- 
ton, Vermont — cast their presi- 
dential-preference ballots next 
Tuesday, Boston and Lowell will 
be absent. Baltimore has also 
pulled out of the project, known as 
CityVote. And Newark’s participa- 
tion is currently enjoined by court 
action in New Jersey. 

The names of Bill Clinton and 
all the GOP candidates are on the 
ballot. So are the names of Colin 
Powell, Jesse Jackson, and Ross 
Perot. The White House appar- 
ently freaked out at the possibility 
that the president could be em- 
barrassed in these straw polls, 
and set to work to sabotage 
CityVote politically. Democratic 
National Committee (DNC) chair 
Don Fowler called the mayors of 
both Minnesota’s Twin Cities, 
seeking to remove Clinton's name 
from the ballot. The Democratic 
Party in Washington State sued 
unsuccessfully to try to stop 
CityVote in six cities there. The 
DNC sent letters to the mayors 
in all the cities seeking to have 
Clinton’s name removed. None 
has obliged. 

Here in Massachusetts, the vote 
was prevented by stealth. The leg- 
islature quietly let the petition for 
the Boston vote die, while Secre- 
tary of State Bill Galvin vetoed 
Lowell's effort to hold a vote — 
because the city didn’t seek legisla- 
tive permission. “Lowell was using 
the wrong law to try to put it on 
the ballot,” says Galvin spokesman 
Jack McCarthy, who went so far as 
to recommend a failed strategy: 
“They should have done it the way 
Boston tried to do it.” 

“We're establishing what we re- 
gard as the constitutional right of 
cities and citizens to freedom of 
association and speech,” says 
CityVote chairman Larry Agran, 
the former mayor of Irvine, Cali- 
fornia, and a 1992 presidential can- 
didate. “City dwellers have a First 
Amendment right to create a non- 
binding ballot, which is, after all, 
simply voicing one’s opinion.” 

But Agran says Bostonians and 
Lowellians still have something to 
look forward to: “We hope and 
expect to have CityVote '99,” he 
says. “My guess is that next time 
Boston will be a part of it.”

Gun buyback pays off in 
handguns and assault weapons 


Citizens for Safety wrapped up its third annual Hands Without Guns 
buyback program Tuesday, the first anniversary of the Halloween 
shooting death of nine-year-old Jermaine Goffigan. 

This year’s program was limited to handguns and assault weapons, 
in an effort to recover the “hard-to-reach” guns most commonly linked 
to crimes. The 2195 weapons collected in 1993 and 1994 included a 
large number of hunting guns — not the firearms Citizens for Safety 
has made its focus. So how attractive was this year’s $50 incentive to 


Boston-area handgun owners? 


It was no surprise that the offer appealed most to owners of cheaper 
guns. Topping the list was the .22 caliber handgun, which sells on the 
street for around $100; 79 were turned in, followed by 74 of the simi- 
larly priced .38. The higher-priced and more notorious models were 
markedly scarce. Only eight nine-millimeter handguns and two Colt 
45s, both of which go for up to $500, were brought in to police sta- 
tions. The grand total for this year: 352 guns. 

Although Citizens for Safety hoped to acquire more of the high-end 
firearms, executive director Harlan Jones stresses that the organiza- 


tion’s primary purpose was fulfilled. “Many of the weapons,” 


he says, 


“were the kinds that have caused the deaths of people close to us.”

The MBTA may not be 


crossing its T’s in crime reports 


he MBTA Police Associa- 

tion, in the midst of difficult 

union negotiations with the 

T administration, is alleging 

that the agency intentionally 
under-reports its crime statistics to allay 
citizens’ fears about public transportation. 
The union also charges that the adminis- 
tration uses the artificially low statistics to 
justify its policy of reducing its police force 
by attrition. 

One officer no longer with the MBTA 
puts it clearly: “I worked the desk for a pe- 
riod of time, and I saw how the decisions 
were made to change reports.” In one case, 
the officer says, he was told by his sergeant 
not to record a rape as a crime because 
there had been no conviction. 

The administration, however, denies 
such allegations. “I don’t do the statistics,” 
says MBTA police chief Jack O’ Donovan. 
“I can say, however, that there is integrity 
in our reporting system.” 

Not according to the union. 

Its accusations center on the way inci- 
dents that fall under the MBTA’s jurisdic- 
tion are categorized. Like every other 
law-enforcement agency in the country, 


the MBTA logs its crimes under one of 
two categories: Part I, which covers mur- 
der, rape, assault, burglary, and motor- 
vehicle theft; and Part II, which covers 
trespassing, disorderly conduct, and, in 
the case of the MBTA, fare evasion. The 
statistics are reported quarterly to the 
FBI, which monitors crime rates around 
the nation. 

But the MBTA also uses a third category: 
“Investigate/Report.” According to an 
MBTA spokesperson, this is a catch-all for 
“incidents that either did not occur on T 
property or are not crimes.” Anything 
logged under the heading of Investigate/Re- 
port is exempt from reporting to the FBI, 
and thus does not affect crime statistics. 

Sources have supplied reports that show 
a number of incidents that appear to be 
Part I crimes have been entered instead 
under the Investigate/Report heading. 
John Martins, deputy chief of the MBTA 
police, admits there are exceptions to the 
policy regarding what falls under “Investi- 
gate/Report,” but says those exceptions 
aren’t written rules. 

Moreover, once paperwork on an inci- 
dent is filed, its categorization isn’t neces- 
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sarily permanent. The reports are updated 
as an investigation continues, and they’re 
also reviewed to determine if they need to 
be sent to the FBI. 

The union explains that this process is 
no guarantee of accuracy. An example is 
an incident on March 22, 1994, in which 
both Boston police and the MBTA police 
were informed about shots fired on a bus 
at Ruggles Station. In the initial MBTA re- 
port, the incident was logged as a Part Il 
crime. However, when the document was 
updated on April 11 to reflect that a wom- 
an had been assaulted on the bus during 
the shootings, the incident was never re- 
classified as a Part I crime. 

In another instance, on September 7, 
1994, MBTA police responded to a prob- 
lem at South Station. An employee of a 
restaurant in the station assaulted the 
owner. An incident report was taken by 
the officer and the owner was instructed to 
call the MBTA police prosecutor for fur- 
ther action. The report was listed under 
the Investigate/Report heading because 
there was no way of knowing at the time

of the incident whether the owner would 
press charges. 

When asked by the Phoenix to review 
the case last week, Martino discovered 
that someone in the department had in- 
deed updated the report to show the own- 
er was pressing charges. “Okay, I'll give 
this one to the union,” says Martino. “This 
case should have been upgraded to an as- 
sault and battery.” 

The MBTA has also placed reports in 
the Investigate/Report category when 
there have been questions about primary 
jurisdiction. Union president Tom O’Brien 
recalls a case in which a homeless woman 
was raped on a bench in a bus shelter on 
Mass Ave. “They shipped it off to the Bos- 
ton police because they said it wasn’t their 
jurisdiction,” he says. 

In a similar case, on April 30, 1994, a 
man reported being assaulted and robbed 
while standing in a Mass Ave bus shelter. 
On May 16, the incident report was down- 
graded from unarmed robbery to Investi- 
gate/Report because, MBTA officials say, 
the victim was standing on the sidewalk

inside the shelter. “MBTA doesn’t own the sidewalk,” 
reads the report. 

Boston police officials, however, say the incident falls 
within the jurisdiction of both departments. 

Although Martino says bus shelters are not his depart- 
ment’s focus, he does admit the shelters are MBTA proper- 
ty — and says, “the T’s primary jurisdiction is any proper- 
ty or vehicles owned by the MBTA.” 

With 161 officers who are responsible for enforcing the law 
on MBTA property and vehicles in 78 Massachusetts cities and 
towns, the MBTA police force has the second largest reach in 
the Commonwealth, after the State Police. In the last four 
years, according to the union, 50 officers have left the MBTA 
and only four were hired — all four in October of this year. 

Martino, a 16-year veteran of the force, says the current 
conflict between the union and administration flared up 
last year, when MBTA cruisers were sent out with one offi- 
cer each instead of two. “The officers are claiming they 
don’t feel safe, and I can understand that,” says Martino. 
“But they can’t accuse us of doctoring documents in order 
to get a better contract. 

“These daily reports go through at least four or five 
stages of checks and balances,” he continues. “Keep in 
mind, many of the officers reviewing these reports are 
members of the union.” 

The MBTA Police Association has been without a con- 
tract for the past five years, but O’Brien denies the situa- 
tion has anything to do with the officers’ concern about 
unreported crimes. “The administration is going to tell you 
that we are making these allegations because we are upset 
about not having a contract,” says O’Brien. “That is totally 
untrue. We are out there every day, and we see that offi- 
cers and public safety are in jeopardy.” 





Angry doctors seek 
cure from Menino 


he Boston City Hospital’s physicians’ union, 
& which is battling to be included in negotiations 
over a pending hospital merger, has taken its 

plight to the top. 

Unhappy with the outcome of a long-awaited meeting 
with the chief of the Boston University Medical Center 
Hospital, the union of resident interns — the House Offi- 
cers Association (HOA) — last week presented its case to 
Mayor Thomas Menino. 

The association has been fighting for recognition since 
merger negotiations began last spring. On October 19, 
Elaine Ullian, CEO of the BU medical center, finally grant- 
ed an audience to representatives of the union, but she held 
fast to her decision not to allow the HOA a place at the 
bargaining table when the two hospitals merge next year. 
This lack of recognition would mean the end of the union 
as an Official entity. 

Although the parley with Menino offered no immediate 
solutions, association members say they feel their voice is 
finally being heard. “There was no closure, but there was 
a frank and extensive exchange of views,” says HOA ex- 
ecutive director Sandy Shea. “We pointed out to him 
that this was basic union-busting, and he took that quite 
personally.” 

Menino, who has a history of strong support for labor, 
had previously kept his distance from the 300-member 
union. 

Association members say Menino was under the impres- 
sion that the BCH physicians’ concerns about patient care 
had been addressed. But, says Lisa Almeder, a resident and 
co-president of the association, the physicians informed 
him that many recently implemented patient programs 
would be jeopardized by the union’s dissolution. “We need 
to maintain the type of care we have worked years to put in 
place for our patients,” says Almeder. 

The merger will establish one private, academic medi- 
cal center that will also continue to fulfill a city hospital’s 
function of treating those with little or no health cover- 
age. One of the association’s main concerns is that indi- 
gent patients, who represent a large segment of the popu- 
lation served at Boston City Hospital, will be given a low- 
er level of cape in the merged institution without the 
union’s protection. 

Dominic Roca, a member of the association, says that Ul- 
lian mistakenly equates collective bargaining solely with salary 
increases. “We are not going to minimize the importance of 
our salaries, but our bigger concern is patient care,” he says. 

Neither the medical-center administration nor the may- 
or’s office would comment on the recent developments. Q

Right-wing fear of Colin Powell 


is more about ego than issues

hy are so many right- 
wing Republican 
leaders suddenly op- 
posing General Colin 
Powell’s possible en- 
try into the presidential campaign? Be- 
cause Powell’s popularity is revealing 
that the cultural right does not represent 
a majority of the nation, or even of Re- 
publicans. It merely represents a signifi- 
cant number of those Americans who 
bother to vote in GOP primaries. 

A Powell candidacy for the GOP nomi- 





| nation might bring a flood of voters that 


would wash away the Christian Coalition. 

“A lot of people don’t want him to run,” 
says State Representative Frank Cousins 
(R-Newburyport), a co-chair of the state’s 
Draft Powell effort. “The general has a 
way to bring the average working man 
and woman to the polls, and there are 
some people who are afraid of that.” 

Right-wing attacks on Powell have be- 
come increasingly shrill: 

e Christian Coalition director Ralph 
Reed and the American Family Associa- 
tion’s Gary Bauer each pronounced Powell 


unacceptable as a nominee because of his 
stated views on abortion and other issues. 

e David Keene, chairman of the Ameri- 
can Conservative Union, said that Powell’s 
“views thus far expressed put him far out- 
side the mainstream of the party.” 

e Conservative columnist George Will 
fired off a snitty list of 22 litmus-test 
questions for the general in his syndicat- 
ed column this week. “You say you are in 
the ‘sensible center,’ ” writes Will. “Does 
that mean people to the right of center 
are not sensible?” 

e Presidential candidate Pat Buchanan 
threatened that if Powell were to be nomi- 
nated by the GOP, “You’d have Christian 
Coalition folks breaking loose. You’d have 
people walking out of the convention.” 

And after conservative leader William 
Bennett publicly encouraged Powell to run 
as a Republican, right-wing strategist Paul 
Weyrich fired off a letter criticizing the 
former Reagan-Bush cabinet member — 
and savaging Powell. “Colin Powell is a 
perfect example of someone who is the ul- 
timate insider,” wrote Weyrich. “He was a 
‘milicrat,’ not a real soldier, as any careful 
examination of his military career shows 

. a careerist, someone who never made 
waves or took risks or stood for anything.” 
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Powell, however, is making waves now 
— tidal waves that threaten to crash down 
upon the “Revolution of ’94.” 

“It’s absolutely hysterical,” says Ann 
Stone, of Republicans for Choice, about 
the conservative panic over Powell. 
“Frankly, if nominated, he would become 
the head of the party. And since he is such 
a tolerant voice, he would derail parts of 
their social agenda.” 

That the man who grandstanded 
against gays in the military just three years 
ago has suddenly become the voice of tol- 
erance in America speaks vol- 
umes about the fickle 
and shallow nature of 
American politics. 
The enthusiasm 
among Powell 
supporters is aw- 
fully reminiscent 
of the love at first 


by Perot support- 
ers in 92. 

“He can com- 
mand the middle,” 
says Judy Jackson, 
the office manager at 
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the Cambridge-based Draft Powell Com- 

mittee. “All you can really ask about a can- 

didate is not that he agrees with you 100 

percent on everything, but that the general 

direction he advocates is the one you feel 
the country should go in.” 

Just where — or whether — Powell 
wants to lead the nation remains a mys- 
tery, which makes conservative protest 
against his potential candidacy a bit pre- 
mature. After all, if Powell is going to 
run as a Republican, he’s not going to be 
campaigning as a New Dealer. If he seri- 
ously hopes to win the nomination, he’ll 
have to embrace the basic GOP crusade 
for less government. 

.. But, for now, Powell is still an emp- 
™ ty vessel into which disparate fac- 
@ tions are pouring their fantasies — 
\ and their fears. The cultural right 

has a lot to lose. The perception 

that it controls the nominating 
process has caused virtually ev- 

ery GOP candidate to toe the 
line it draws. Powell, if he runs, 
could prove that the conserva- 
tives represent a much smaller 
constituency than their hype im- 
plies. If Powell’s candidacy goes 
no further than that, he and his 
supporters will have 
changed Ameri- 
can politics for 

the better. Q

oters throughout the state may have out- 
lawed rent control last year, but the issue 
lives on in Cambridge. On Tuesday, 
November 7, Cantabrigians will choose a 
city council that must wrestle with the 
problem of how to provide housing for low-and-moder- 
ate-income students, elderly people, and families in a 
post-rent-control environment. 

Nineteen candidates are seeking nine seats. Eight are 
held by incumbents who are seeking re-election. Three be- 
long to the progressive Cambridge Civic Alliance (CCA): 
Katherine Triantafillou, Kathy Born, and Frank Duehay. 
Four are members of the more conservative Alliance for 
Change: Timothy Toomey, Anthony Galluccio, Sheila Rus- 
sell, and Michael Sullivan. The other incumbent seeking 
re-election, Mayor Ken Reeves, is a former CCA member 
who has done an admirable job of transcending Cam- 
bridge’s faction-ridden politics. CCA member Jonathan 
Meyers is stepping down. 

Cambridge voters must contend with a confusing system 
of proportional representation, marking their ballots in order 
of preference. Voters may choose as few as one candidate or 
as many as 19. The Phoenix endorses eight candidates for 
the nine-member council, in the following order: 

1) Ken Reeves. Because he doesn’t take sides in the dys- 
functional battle between the Cambridge Civic Association 
and the Alliance for Change, Reeves is a unifying presence. 
As a gay African-American, Reeves is an admirable symbol 
with considerable personal substance. 

2) Henrietta Davis. A longtime school-committee mem- 
ber with generally progressive views, despite her opposition 
to rent control. Endorsed by the CCA. 

5) Kathy Born. A thoughtful progressive who does her 
homework. Endorsed by the CCA. 

4) Frank Duehay. The gray eminence of the council, 
Duehay has done a lot of pro-environment work. He sup- 
ports tenants, doesn’t grandstand a lot, and is generally re- 
spected. Endorsed by the CCA. 

5) Michael Sullivan. From an old-line political family 
with links to Attorney General Scott Harshbarger’s organi- 
zation. Strong on constituent services. Although he’s not 
trusted by the left, he tends to be liberal. Endorsed by the 
Alliance for Change. 

6) Craig Kelley. A crusader for bicycle paths in Cam- 
bridge who could be a potentially innovative councilor. En- 
dorsed by the CCA. 

7) Anthony Galluccio. In what is probably the most lib- 
eral city in the state, he is a man who appears to be more 
conservative than he is. Galluccio is an old-fashioned work- 
ing-class candidate who often seeks to find common 
ground on the issues that affect black and white voters. 

8) Katherine Triantafillou. A problematic endorsement. 
Triantafillou loudly advocated retention of rent control after 
last year’s statewide repeal, which even some tenant activists 
thought was excessive at a time when compromise was 
called for. And she vociferously supported the smoking ban 
after reportedly telling at least one restaurant owner that she 
opposed it. On balance, though, her progressive voting 
record outweighs her bombast. Q 
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THE TURNPIKE’S bid to automate toll collection turned nasty fast. 


ou’d think that the act of 

automating toll collection 

on the Mass Pike would 
be a nuts-and-bolts exercise of 
interest only to bureaucrats and 
high-tech junkies. 


Well, you’re wrong. 

By the time last summer’s knock-down, drag-out battle 
over a lucrative turnpike contract ended, it had all the ear- 
marks of a scandal. 

A small Marblehead electronics firm took on the en- 
trenched Massachusetts Turnpike Authority and not only 
lost its bid for the multimillion-dollar job of automating 
toll collection, but also started tongues wagging about in- 
fluence peddling and underhanded business tactics. 

What happened when AT/Comm attacked the turnpike 
authority was not pretty. In fact, it was one of the ugliest 
public tussles in recent memory. When the contract was 
finally awarded — to an out-of-state Company that had 
stayed quietly on the sidelines — AT/Comm. had made a 
colossal fool of itself. And this is what littered the local 
battlefield: 

* A failed lawsuit, unfounded accusations, and a pile of 
dirty tricks that would shame the National Enquirer. 

* An embarrassed coterie of PR flacks and political oper- 
atives, whose attempts to make AT/Comm look good back- 
fired when the firm’s underhanded tactics were exposed. 

* Questions about the motives of a turnpike authori- 
ty intent on installing an expensive collection system, 
even though next year voters may choose to abolish 
tolls altogether. 


A juicy contract 

It all started in 1993, when the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority decided to follow the nationwide trend toward 
automated toll collection. 

Last July, the authority released its long-awaited bid 
solicitation after two years of negotiations with Mass- 
port, the Massachusetts Highway Department, and the 
Executive Office of Transportation and Construction, all 
of which had a keen interest in applying the new technol- 
ogy to toll collection for the state’s turnpike and tunnels, 
and for the Tobin Bridge. 

The juicy contract quickly had bidders salivating. The 
winner stood to get a multimillion-dollar contract and a 
cut of the authority’s annual take, which last year was 
$142 million from the turnpike and $6 million from its 
bridges and tunnels. Furthermore, the successful bidder 
would be in a strategic position within the national trans- 
portation network. The turnpike is a key link to New 
York, which has already installed automated systems, and 
industry experts say that whoever gets a strong foothold 
on the East Coast is sure to dominate the national market 
within a few years. (See “An Industry at War with Itself,” 
page 20.) 

Before the contract specifications were released, 
AT/Comm’s feisty president, John Hassett, got ready to 
prepare his presentation of state-of-the-art -toll-collec- 
tion equipment for the hometown crowd. But when he 
thumbed through the turnpike’s proposal, he was out- 
raged. Tucked into the vast bid-solicitation document 
was language that specifically stated that decentralized 





technology (see “Automatic for the People,” page 20), 
which is exactly what the Marblehead company manu- 
factures, was “neither required nor desired.” 

“I think this raises questions,” Hassett said shortly after 
his discovery, accusing the Pike of shutting his firm out of 
the bidding and favoring another potential vendor, Lock- 
heed Martin IMS, a sub- 
sidiary of the military giant. 
The turnpike authority and 
Lockheed happen to share 
the same lobbyist, former 
Charlie Flaherty aide and 
State House insider David 
Holway, an association that 
had observers wondering if 
Lockheed was a shoo-in 
for the contract. 


Bare-knuckle brawl 

During an August blitz 
in the Boston Globe, in the 
Boston Herald, and on 
area radio stations, Hassett 
ran a series of slick ads at- 
tacking the turnpike au- 
thority and touting his own 
products. 

The clever commercials 
accused the authority of 
taking “patrons on one last 
ride” with outdated and ex- 
cessively costly technology. 
Hassett’s ads contended 
that the chosen collection 
system was a parting shot 
before authority officials 
were shown the door by 
Weld. (The terms of Du- 
kakis Administration hold- 
overs expire only next year.) 

Though the ads were dis- 
missed by the turnpike au- 
thority, they got the atten- 
tion of reporters and local 
radio commentator John 
Carroll, who scoffed, dur- 
ing an on-air critique, that 
the story was a “bureau- 
drama.” 

AT/Comm’s public chid- 
ing of the turnpike, howev- 
er, was just one piece of 
the elaborate campaign 
that had been in full swing 
for months — long before 
the turnpike released its 
bid proposal. 

In April, public-rela- 
tions man George Regan 
had been tapped by AT/ 
Comm to draw attention to the company and its battle 
with the state agency. Regan, still well-known for his 
stint as press secretary to former mayor Kevin White, is 
widely regarded as one of the most politically connected 
consultants in the state. 

“We wanted to heighten the public’s awareness,” Regan 
says now of his campaign. “The problem is that it’s a 
tough story to get across. We sat down with bright editori-

ACTIVISTS FIGHT TO 
ELIMINATE THE TOLLS 


he recent battle over contract bids to 

- automate the Mass Pike’s toll collec- 

tion was nothing but good news for a 

growing corps of volunteers working to rid 
the 40-year-old turnpike of its tolls. 

The Free the Pike Coalition, headed by Cambridge mar- 
keting specialist Douglas Barth, is in the midst of collecting 
65,000 signatures to put a referendum question on the 
1996 ballot asking voters to remove the tolls. 

So far the coalition has collected about 35,000 signatures 
and has captured the support of state Treasurer Joe Malone 
and WRKO talkmaster Howie Carr, who agree that the toll 


The Free the Pike Coalition bases its campaign on a 1952 
Massachusetts law stating that the toll system should be 
eliminated when all the turnpike’s bonds are paid off. Barth 
maintains that in 1983 the authority made final payment on 
its original loan to build the road. Since then, the turnpike 
has collected some $1.5 billion in tolls. 

If the referendum makes it to the ballot and the voters 
approve a free turnpike, a troubling question remains: why 
didn’t the turnpike authority wait before awarding a con- 
tract worth $11.8 million (in tax money) to install the new. 


“If the turnpike had any strategy at all, it’s to keep itself 
out of the press. [This summer’s scandal] is really fortu- 
itous timing for us,” says Barth. 

Top-ranking turnpike officials dismiss Barth’s grassroots ef- 
fort, however, and say they'll move ahead full-speed with plans 
to begin electronic fare collection by the end of the year. 

The turnpike authority's general counsel, James Aloisi, dis- 
putes Barth’s contention that the toll system was established 
only to pay off the authority's loans. He adds that if tolls are 
removed, drivers all across the state will see their gas taxes 
soar in order to pay for road maintenance and police patrols. 

“There’s no such thing as a free lunch,” Aloisi says. 
“There’s no such thing as a free road. There will always be 
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al-board writers, and 
{the issues] went right 
over their heads.” 

Beyond trying to get 
the public to under- 
stand the morass of 
technical jargon with 
which most of AT/ 
Comm’s claims were 
filled, Hassett set out to 
put the brakes on the 
turnpike’s bid-solicita- 
tion process. AT/Comm 
enlisted a cadre of Bea- 
con Hill’s lobbying elite 
to stall the contract and 
persuade both Weld 
and turnpike adminis- 
trators that AT/Comm 
had a viable product. 

Sources say the firm 
was attempting to buy 
time, waiting: for the 
current turnpike ad- 
| ministration to be oust- 
ed and replaced by 
Weld appointees. If the 
contract had been de- 
layed until 1996, ob- 
servers say, then AT/ 
Comm would have had 
a better chance to make 
its case with Weld. 

(If activists succeed 
in getting an anti-toll 
referendum on the bal- 
lot next year, AT/Comm 
might have no case to 
make at all. See “Ac- 
tivists Fight to Elimi- 
nate the Tolls,” below.) 

“We have been con- 
tinuously frustrated by 
the Dukakis holdovers 
at the pike,” Hassett 
told the Globe. “We 
unfortunately have had to spend money attempting ta 
get an even playing field and to get the story told.” 

AT/Comm soon launched its effort to reach the Weld 
inner sanctum. Lobbyist John Moffitt (Weld’s former 
chief of staff) and Bob Cordy (the governor’s former le- 
gal counsel, now in private practice) had easy access to 
Weld. In fact, when Mof- 
fitt left state government 
in 1992 to co-run a lobby- 
ing firm, Weld joked at the 
going-away party that 
Moffitt’s new telephone 
number should be “1-800- 
ACCESS.” 

Jack Brennan, a former 
Democratic majority leader 
in the State Senate with 
close ties to Senate Presi- 
dent Bill Bulger, was also 
enlisted. Sources speculate 
that Brennan was hired be- 
cause his political affilia- 
tions match those of the 
predominately Democratic 
turnpike authority. 

AT/Comm also seemed to 
be buying time with the le- 
gal system. Cordy’s firm, 
McDermott, Will & Emery, 
sought an injunction against 
the turnpike authority in 
order to delay the contract 
decision. 


Spinmeisters run amok 
It wasn’t until the turn- 
pike authority returned fire 
in late September that 
AT/Comm’s elaborately 
constructed image cam- 
paign began to crumble. 

Turnpike officials said 
AT/Comm’s charges of a 
sweetheart deal with Lock- 
heed were “ridiculous.” 
They also staunchly de- 
nied that Holway, the lob- 
byist who served both the 
authority and Lockheed, 
had any hand in influenc- 
ing the bid. 

“We cannot allow the 
public interest to be at risk 
by playing into the hands 
of those who want to dis- 
rupt this fair and competi- 
tive process,” turnpike-au- 
thority spokeswoman Lin- 
da Barbo told the Globe. 

But, apparently, the 
scolding came too late. The dailies were already report- 
ing evidence of foul play. 

Pike employees were claiming that their household 
garbage had been rummaged through, and in some cases 
stolen. 

A bike courier had allegedly posed as a Herald reporter 
in order to obtain personal financial documents submitted

M udslinging and court battles seem to be business as usual in 


companies race to profit from a potential $200 billion market. 
Massachusetts is not the first state to experience the dark side of toll collecting. In sever- 

al states that have adopted automated systems, influence peddling seems to be a mainstay. 
For example, Lockheed Martin IMS, a concern based in Teaneck, New Jersey, and one 
of the contenders for the job of automating the Mass Pike toll system, has had its share 
of negative publicity. In 1986, the company, operating under the name Datacom Systems 
Corporation, was implicated in a New York scandal after top-ranking corporate officials 
admitted they had paid bribes to city employees to obtain a lucrative computer-equip- 


ment contract to process parking violations. 


Rapidly developing electronics technology is as applicable to parking fines as it is to toll 
collection. And the fierceness of the competition is in direct proportion to the amount of 
money at stake. According to a 1994 report by Transport Technology Publishing, a New 
York trade journal, the automated-toll-collection industry was expected to soar from 
$225 million in earnings last year to $1.7 billion in 2005. The Intelligent Transportation 
Society of America, a Washington-based trade organization, estimates the industry could 


hit $209 billion in 20 years. 


Among the businesses duking it out for the lucrative jobs, the company that scores the 
most contracts early on will set a de facto electronic-toll-collection standard for the na- 


tion, some observers predict. 


William Bushnell, a former transportation consultant for the federal government who 
has been following trends in automated toll collection, says, “It’s a messy, messy industry 


with so many lawsuits everywhere.”

to the State Ethics Commission by turn- 
pike officials.

The scanners calculate how often and 
for what distance a commuter uses the 
road. The toll charge is then deducted 
from a customer’s account. In the nine 
states that have installed the technology 
so far, traffic congestion, car emissions, 
and toll-taking staff have all been reduced. 

Though most companies are develop- 
ing equipment with simple tags read into 
a centralized computer system, Marble- 
head-based AT/Comm has developed 
technology conceptually different from 
its competition's products. Instead of a 
small tag, similar to a bar code, AT/ 
Comm markets “transponders,” which 
also offer digital readouts capable of giv- 
ing commuters information such as road 
conditions. AT/Comm’s technology is 
unique in that the wallet-sized, dash- 
board-mounted transponder stores 
most of a customer’s account informa- 
tion — unlike the tags of centralized 
systems. 

Right now a number of systems are be- 
ing installed on the nation’s roadways. 
But powerful lobbyists — truckers, in 
particular — want uniformity; that way, 
the same electronic tag could be read 
across state lines. 

The Federal Communications Com- 
mission is expected to mandate standards 
for automated toll collection, but no time 
frame has been established.

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Boston-area physicians are 
fighting the Medicaid pinch

n what could be a harbinger of le- 
gal action challenging Medicaid 
cuts, a Brockton physician is suing 
the state over an audit that put 
him “on the brink of financial 
ruin” and consequently put his needy pa- 
tients at risk. 

In a civil complaint filed in Suffolk Su- 
perior Court, Dr. Joseph Emma claims 
that the state violated its own laws when 
the Medical Assistance Program (aka 
Medicaid) abruptly suspended him with- 
out the requisite legal recourse for alleged 
records-keeping violations. By doing so, 
Emma also claims, the state is restricting 
the health-care access of the largely His- 
panic population he serves. 

The state’s refusal to allow Dr. Emma to 
resume his participation in the Medicaid 
program and its failure to reimburse him 
for services are unduly harsh, the com- 
plaint states. 

“His livelihood has been taken away 
from him,” it says. “Foreclosure proceed- 
ings have been initiated [on his office 
building].” 

Emma’s case comes as other doctors in 
Hispanic communities decry similar ac- 
tions by the state. The government, they 
contend, is attempting to trim its budget 
through rigid and highly subjective off-site 
audits. 

These doctors’ concerns are com- 
pounded by Republican proposals in 
Congress that would dramatically cut 
state Medicaid allotments, which are part 
of a federal entitlement program designed 
to pay for health care for low-income peo- 
ple. The measures now being discussed 
would slash an estimated $4.2 billion in 
state Medicaid funds over a seven-year 





period. The White House estimates that 


113,644 Massachusetts children would 
lose Medicaid coverage (a figure state 
Medicaid officials dispute). 

“It’s a very difficult time for poor people 
in health care, and that’s likely to get 
worse. But quite frankly, I don’t think 
people care that much,” says Dr. Francis- 
co Trilla, a Jamaica Plain physician whose 
practice treats mostly Hispanic patients. 
Trilla, who is on the faculty at Harvard 
Medical School, is also involved in a debil- 
itating challenge of a state audit. Dr. 
Emma’s case, like his own, Trilla says, 
“confirms the tremendous abuse of bu- 
reaucratic power that’s going on.” 

At the heart of Dr. Emma’s suit is an 
off-site review of records of 25 patients he 
treated in 1992 and 1993, the same years 
Emma says he asked that Medicaid offi- 
cials review his records to ensure he was 
adhering to program guidelines. Those re- 
quests went unanswered, Emma says in 
his complaint. Now, Medicaid auditors say 
they question Emma’s compliance with the 
program’s requirements and some of the 
medical services he provided. 

Though Emma disputes the state’s alle- 
gations, the current case does not address 
those assertions. Instead, Emma’s initial 
challenge contends that the state violated 
due process laws by not giving him the re- 
quired hearing to contest the allegations 
before his suspension from the program 
last June. 

In August, a Suffolk Superior Court 
judge ruled that Emma “is substantially 
likely to prevail” in his claim and granted a 
preliminary injunction against Emma’s 
“permanent suspension,” pending a pre- 
hearing conference expected to he held by 
early December. 

Emma, citing ongoing legal action, de- 
clined to comment on the suit and referred 
questions to his legal counsel, former at- 
torney general Francis Bellotti, who could 
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not be reached. 

David Ball, director 
of external affairs for the 
state’s Division of Medical Assistance, also 
declines to discuss the specifics of the 
case, but dismisses suggestions that the 
state is wantonly wielding the budget 
scalpel. 

“That’s outrageous,” he protests. “The 
division is mandated as a requirement of 
federal participation in Medicaid programs 
to conduct audits of providers to make 
sure payments are appropriate.” In fiscal 
year '94, he says, the state identified what 
it deemed $21.9 million in Medicaid over- 
payments. “It’s a $3.4 billion program. Are 
people suggesting that we not audit 
providers?” 

No, replies Trilla. But the state’s at- 
tempts to impose an impersonal, inflexible 
grid over the individual procedures of 
Medicaid providers does not account for 
the variables that are a part of most doc- 
tors’ practices, he says. And already, Trilla 
notes, the number of Medicaid practition- 
ers in poor communities is dwindling. 

One of those casualties is Dr. Juan Fer- 
nandez, another Jamaica Plain physician 
who says the Medicaid bureaucracy forced 
him to stop practicing as a Medicaid 
provider. 

“We had to abandon many of our pa- 
tients,” Fernandez says. “We had to ex- 
plain to them one by one that it’s not that 
we don’t want to treat them, but we can’t.” 

Trilla says his practice is also in jeop- 
ardy. In the converted two-story house out 
of which he runs his practice, a sign in the 
entryway reads: NO ONE WILL BE DENIED 
IMMUNIZATION SERVICES BECAUSE OF IN- 


- ABILITY TO: PAY. All-of the dozen Or so: pa-—~_ 


tients in the waiting room are Hispanic. ~ 
“Two things concern me in this whole 
process,” Trilla says. “On the one hand, the 
Department of Public Health has identified 
the Hispanic population as the sickest in the 
state in terms of rates of asthma, diabetes, 
HIV, tuberculosis, and other diseases. On 
the other hand, Medicaid is hammering the 
primary-care providers taking care of this 
population. That just doesn’t make sense.” 
Earlier this year, after another privately 
contracted off-site audit, Medicaid offi- 


cials informed Trilla that he owed the state 
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$56,000. Based on the auditors’ 
analysis of 25 cases, a letter from 

Medicaid to Trilla claimed, the doctor 
had improperly billed certain office visits 
for more complicated and expensive care 
than was justified by his records. At the 
same time, the Medicaid review showed, 
Trilla gave his patients quality care. 

Trilla challenged the audit and provided 
copious documentation to prove the state 
was wrong. Medicaid officials have since 
reduced the amount, now saying Trilla 
owes the state $37,600. But Trilla insists 
that he owes nothing. 

“This is a huge bureaucracy, and they 
control my livelihood as well as my pa- 
tients’ care,” he says. “They have been sin- 
gularly unresponsive to anything short of 
court challenges.” 

With little money left for lawyers to 
challenge the decision further, Trilla is at- 
tempting to draw public attention to what 
he calls a profound injustice. 

In a recent letter to Medicaid commis- 
sioner Bruce Bullen, Trilla wrote: “In ef- 
fect, Medicaid is assessing tens of thou- 
sands of dollars in fines per physician for 
bad handwriting. The entire situation 
would be laughable if it did not threaten 
the viability of these small community 
practices by forcing them to divert scarce 
resources to defend themselves by hiring 
lawyers and independent auditors.” 

Whether doctors catering to the 
300,000 people in the state’s Hispanic 
communities are being targeted in Medi- 
caid audits is difficult to discern, Trilla 
says. However, he adds, “the impression 
in the Hispanic population is that they are 
being singled out. It is affecting a lot of 
pedple-who have no’ public-voice and. no 


Ball, the Medicaid spokesman, disputes 
that assertion. “This agency works very 
hard to ensure there is adequate access to 
services for all of our recipients, and we 
will continue to do so,” he says. 

But Trilla believes it won’t be long be- 
fore he will be proven right — at the ex- 
pense of his patients. 

“Who is going to say to Medicaid that 
enough is enough?” he asks. “If you at- 
tack health-care services for this popul- 
tion, you will cause illness and death.” ()

Meet Marjorie Arons-Barron, 
the last of the TV editorialists

arjorie Arons-Barron 

didn’t set out to be a 

soloist. Sixteen years 

ago, when WCVB-TV 

(Channel 5) hired her 
as its chief editorial writer, she joined a di- 
verse chorus of television and radio sta- 
tions that regularly offered opinions on the 
issues of the day. 

But as the 1990s dawned, the other 
voices fell silent. WBZ, which pioneered 
broadcast editorials in Greater Boston, 
dumped them from its TV station (Chan- 
nel 4) and radio outlet (AM 1030). So 
did WHDH-TV (Channel 7) after its 
newscasts went tabloid under a new Mia- 
mi-based owner. Editorials disappeared 
from WEEI Radio (AM 850) when it 
switched from 24-hour news to an all- 
sports format. 

Now Arons-Barron, who was promoted 
to editorial director in 1982, stands alone, 
a one-woman shop at the only Boston TV 
station that still broadcasts editorials. 

Call her the Last of the Talking Heads. 

Arons-Barron blames her soloist status on 
two developments: deregulation, which has 
eliminated the FCC community-service re- 


quirements that once gave stations an incen- 
tive to editorialize, and downsizing, which 
many stations have undertaken because the 
mergers and acquisitions of the 1980s sad- 
died them with burdensome levels of debt. 

“When you’re cutting the fat out of a 
news department or out of a program- 
ming department, you can do just that, 
cut the fat,” says Arons-Barron, a crisp, 
no-nonsense woman whose demeanor is 
remarkably similar to that of her TV per- 
sona. “But when your editorial depart- 
ment is lean to begin with, you’re cutting 
the bone. And it was permissible to do it 
because that happened to coincide with 
deregulation.” 

Indeed, according to a study by David 
Spiceland that recently appeared in the 
Masthead, published by the National Con- 
ference of Editorial Writers, only about 
one-third of TV stations editorialize to- 
day, down from 60 percent to 65 percent 
in the 1970s. Most of the stations re- 
sponding to Spiceland’s survey cited a 
lack of money. 

It’s not as though Arons-Barron has 
been immune from the cuts, either. She’s 
the only employee of what was once a 
three-to-four-person department, which 
has hampered her ability to broadcast from 
the State House and other remote loca-

tions. Her time allotment has been short- 
ened as well. Though she still produces a 
traditional 90-second editorial for the 6:30 
a.m. and noon broadcasts, these days she 
has to edit it down to 40 or 45 seconds for 
the 6 p.m. news, a change necessitated by 
Channel 5’s replacing its hour-long news- 
cast with three half-hour chunks. (No 
Boston station has ever regularly broadcast 
editorials during the top-rated 11 p.m. 
newscast.) 

“It’s incredible to try to tell a story in 
40 seconds. It’s almost like a parody of 
itself, but she still manages to do a fabu- 
lous job,” says Geri Denterlein, who was 
editorial director at WBZ from 1985 to 


93, and is now with McDermott/O’Neill, 
a Boston public-relations firm. 


A wonk’s progress 

Arons-Barron, who grew up in Brighton 
and Newton, is perhaps the quintessential 
policy wonk. After graduating from 
Wellesley College, she went to work for 
the now-defunct Newton Times. In the 
1970s, she worked as a reporter for the 
Boston Phoenix and for WGBH-TV 
(Channel 2), eventually joining Channel 2 
full-time as associate producer of The Ad- 
vocates before moving over to Channel 5.

Balboni, who hired Arons-Barron when he 
was Channel 5’s editorial director, calls her 
“one of the finest researchers and journalists 
and thinkers about public policy that I ever 
met.” Channel 5 general manager Paul La 
Camera quips that “her happiest day of the 
year is when the state budget comes out, and 
she can stay up all night and read it.” 
Arons-Barron is the de facto chairwoman 
of Channel 5’s editorial board, which com- 
prises about a dozen station executives and 
community leaders. The board gets together 
every other Tuesday to 
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mer colleagues insist that broadcast editori- 
als don’t receive the respect they deserve. 

“It defines you in the marketplace. It 
shows your willingness to deal with impor- 
tant issues,” says Geri Denterlein, the for- 
mer Channel 4 editorialist. 

Adds Don Lowry, editorial director at 
Channel 7 from 1984 to ’91 and now di- 
rector of public and community relations 
for the New England Patriots: “I was never 
under the delusion that what we did would 
make anybody forget Wheel of Fortune. But 
I think that what the editorials at their best 
did was show the station’s concern about 
issues in the community.” 

Yet, clearly, broadcast editorials have 
never attained the status of their newspaper

5 called for an investigation into the Brook- 
line abortion-clinic shootings to determine 
“whether there’s a conspiracy among fringe 
elements of the anti-abortion movement”; 
endorsed indexing the capital-gains tax to 
adjust for inflation; embraced welfare reform 
but urged Governor Bill Weld to put more 
money into work programs; supported some 
but not all of Weld’s proposed cuts in unem- 
ployment benefits; and backed legislation to 
reform the state’s costly police details. 

“Maybe we are right in the middle,” she 
says. “Maybe that’s where a lot of former 
lefties have ended up, because over a peri- 
od of time you realize that more and more 
you know less and less. And you see that 
the old solutions that you embraced 
doggedly and perhaps even dogmatically 
are not the whole answer, and sometimes 
aren’t even the answer.” 

One thing Arons-Barron won’t do, she 
insists, is produce an editorial she disagrees 
with. The closest she came was in the late 
1980s, when the US Supreme Court ruled 
that flag-burning was constitutionally pro- 
tected speech. She recalls that then-general 
manager Jim Coppersmith wanted her to 
write an editorial condemning the Court, 
which she initially refused to do. La Cam- 
era, though, prevailed upon her to give it a 
try, and she put together an editorial culled 
from the dissenting opinion. 

“When the thing finally aired, I suspect 
that it was so confusing that no one really 
knew what the station’s position was,” she 
says, laughing. “And I think it must have 
been two years later, after Jim had already 
left the station, we had dinner one night 
and he said, ‘By the way, did I ever tell you 
that you were right on that editorial?’ ” 


The ‘wasteland’ 

Unlike the centuries-old tradition of 
newspaper editorials (or, at least, of newspa- 
pers editorializing; a distinct editorial page is 
a 20th-century innovation), TV editorials 
date back only to the 1960s. That’s when 
John F. Kennedy’s FCC chairman, Newton 
Minow, denounced television as a “vast 
wasteland” and urged stations to editorialize 
as a way of better serving their communities. 

Given that many stations began broad- 
casting editorials more out of a desire to 
satisfy government regulators than out of 
passion, and given that the Fairness Doc- 
trine (swept away in the 1980s) compelled 
stations to grant equal time to opposing 
views, it’s not surprising that many editori- 
als were inoffensive to the point of timidity. 
Indeed, Arons-Barron remembers a parody 
by R.D. Rosen, formerly of Channel 2, in 
which he sternly called for better sneeze 
guards at salad bars. 

“Television editorials generally tended to 
voice platitudes, tended not to be extremely 
courageous, and tended to be extremely 
dull,” says Jim Thistle, head of the broad- 
cast-journalism program at Boston Univer- 
sity and a former Channel 5 vice-president 
for news, who says he considers Arons- 
Barron’s work to be a notable exception. 

Nevertheless, Arons-Barron and her for- 


paper editorial they agree 
with. “There is something very ephemeral 
about television generally and television 
commentary in particular,” she says. 
“There is a big difference holding some- 
thing in your hand.” 

But Cohen points to another, more dis- 
turbing difference: “I think it’s all part of 
the dumbing down of the broadcast media 
generally.” In the move toward faster- 
paced newscasts with shorter stories and a 
greater emphasis on crime and violence, 
there’s little room for thoughtful analysis. 
Locally, Channel 7 has boosted its ratings 
by pursuing such a formula. Its competi- 
tors have responded by tightening up their 
own broadcasts, though so far they’ve re- 
sisted adopting Channel 7’s news values. 

Given the current financial and competi- 
tive environment, it’s not likely that editorials 
will stage a comeback anytime soon. Certain- 
ly it’s not a topic local television executives 
are eager to talk about. General managers 
Mike Carson, of Channel 7, and John Vi- 
tanovec, of WLVI-TV (Channel 56), whose 
decade-old newscast has never included edi- 
torials, did not respond to requests for com- 
ment. General manager Bill Aber, of Channel 
4, said through a spokeswoman that he has 
no plans to revive editorials. 


Scratching a niche 

The best hope for a return to on-air edi- 
torializing is on niche services-such as the 
three-year-old New England Cable News, 
which, after all, has 24 hours to fill. “I 
think the moment will come for editorials,” 
says NECN president Balboni. “But we still 
have other things to accomplish first.” 

Thus, Marjorie Arons-Barron is likely to 
stand alone for some time to come. (Well, 
not quite alone. Incongruously enough, 
classical-music radio station WCRB, 
102.5 FM, continues to broadcast occa- 
sional editorials.) 

A wall of Arons-Barron’s office is given 
over to awards Channel 5 has won. Many 
are from the National Broadcast Editorial 
Association, a group she once headed, and 
that has shrunk from several hundred 
members to virtual nonexistence. 

In fact, a number of observers speculate 
that Channel 5 would already have gone 
the way of Channels 4 and 7 were it not 
for general manager La Camera, who has 
sat on Channel 5’s editorial board since 
the station was founded, in 1972, and 
who’s often described as the conscience of 
the local broadcast community. 

“I have to put my faith in the commitment 
of the general manager,” Arons-Barron says. 
“His values are very community-driven. I 
cannot believe that he would not sustain the 
editorial commitment of this station.” 

La Camera, for his part, vows to main- 
tain the station’s editorial voice. “As the 
news competition intensifies,” he admits, 
“to give up 90 seconds to an editorial is 
quite difficult. But we remain committed 
to the process. We think it’s part of being 
a full-service television station.”

turn 36 next week. That means I’m entering the 

far side of my 30s, and that means I should be 

writhing with my usual degree of angst and anxi- 

ety.

Dana Scully is my 
role model, a rare 
breed who manages 
to combine beauty 
and energy with a 
complex, gutsy 
intelligence, and I 
simply assumed it 
had taken her at 
least three-and-a- 
half decades to hone 
the act. I stared at 
the screen and 
gulped. 1964? She’s 
only 31? Quelle 
horreur' 

But you know 
what? As weird as it is to look in the mirror and see the 
beginnings of wrinkles, as foreign as it is to feel my hips 
and knees develop strange, pre-arthritic aches, and as scary 
as it is to acknowledge that time is running out on the 
reproductive front, I think about my age these days with a 
surprising mix of anticipation and relief. 

The relief is simple: I’m no longer in my 20s. My 20s, in 
fact, are now a good six years. behind me, and_I consider 
that a major blessing, if not a supreme accomplishment. / 
made it, | think. That vile decade is safely tucked away in 
the past. No one tends to admit this — least of all the peo- 
ple responsible for perpetuating popular images of women 
— but being in your 20s sucks. It is the most woefully 
overrated decade in the human lifespan and I wouldn’t 
repeat those years for a date with Antonio Banderas. The 
20s are halfway between adolescence and adulthood, com- 
bining the worst aspects of both. You’re too young to 
know yourself intimately, too young have a solid working 
knowledge of your limits and strengths, and yet you're 
saddled with the responsibilities and expectations of a fully 
grown human, compelled to find a career, manage roman- 
tic relationships, make a living. 

This is hell, an agonizing period in which the worst 
mistakes are made, the most painful lessons learned, the 
most deeply held illusions shattered. Me, I was so thor- 
oughly shaken by that set of post-teen, pre-adult contra- 
dictions that I spent the bulk of my 20s in hiding, closeted 
in an apartment in Providence, Rhode Island, and spiral- 
ing deeper and deeper into the self-protective hole of 
anorexia. 

The best years of your life? Hah. I made $9000 a 
year when I was 21. My skin still broke out. I pined 
after totally inappropriate men (boys, really), including 
an ex-Marine with a,32-ingh neck whose nickname was 








“Mad Dog.” In a word, I had no judgment: no coping 
skills, no sense of my own needs, and no idea what sort 
of person I really was or wanted to be. Forget what you 
see on Beverly Hills, 90210, which makes life in the 20s 
look like a decade-long stretch of fabulous hair and 
great sex. As far as I can see, the years between 19 and 
29 can be summed up in three words: fear, insecurity, 
and chaos. 

Which brings me to this sense of anticipation, a sense 
that life on the other side of 35 holds more possibilities 
than the years that preceded it. My mother (a very wise 
woman) also used to say that growing up meant having 
a clear sense of your own limits. For a long time, | 
didn’t quite know what she meant by that, confusing the 
word “limits” with the words “flaws” or “weaknesses.” | 
figured she meant that adulthood had to do with accept- 
ing the things you couldn’t do in the world, with watch- 
ing various doors close (professional doors, creative 
doors, interpersonal doors), and resigning yourself to 


the hand you were dealt in the great card game of life.- 


It’s taken me a 
long time (nearly 
36 years, I guess) 
to understand 
that she meant 
the opposite: hav- 
ing a clear sense 
of your own lim- 
its means under- 
standing what 
you're capable of, 
where you exist in 
relation to the 
world you've 
established 
around you, what 
the true shape of 
your life is. 

Shape is 
the operative con- 
cept here: when I 
think back to the 
dreaded 20s, the 
word formless 
comes to mind, 
formlessness of 
identity and need 
and goals. Think 
of a Polaroid snap- 
shot before it’s 
fully developed: that’s how my life felt, with only the most 
vague outlines accessible to view. I kinda, sorta knew I 
wanted to write but had no sense of whether I had any real 
talent for it. | kinda, sorta wanted to be in a relationship 
but had no clear image of what a healthy one might look or 
feel like. I kinda, sorta wanted to have a happy life but 
believed (and truly believed, in my soul) that happiness was 
a matter of fate, that if you were lucky (which I didn’t seem 
to be) a contented life simply descended from the heavens 
in the form of the right job and the right man and the right 
apartment. 

It takes a long time for people to disabuse themselves 
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of such notions, takes a lot of, stumbling and falling and | 


getting back up before you figure out what you’re good 
at and what you’re not, what makes you happy and what 
makes you nuts. It takes a lot of work, in other words, to 
give your own life shape. Here, approaching the other 
side of 35, that Polaroid shot looks far more defined, the 
images clearer. I can see some of those limits my mother 
talked about, can boil down the last few decades of expe- 
rience into a few essential truths: | am by nature an anx- 


ious person, not a confident person. I need X, Y, and Z | 


in my life in order to feel a measure of safety and con- 
tentment: the right kind of exercise, the right blends of 
solitude and intimacy. I need good work and I need good 
friends, and I have a much clearer sense than I once did 
of what those things mean, how they translate into prac- 
tical realities. 

The simplest truths, of course, are the most hard-won. 
Knowing some of them at last gives me hope: there are 
many more lessons to be learned, mistakes to be made, 
painful moments to get through. But for the first time, the 
road ahead has form, the ground beneath my feet feels 
solid. Wrinkles? Achy knees? I'll take ’em..,

If you're asking whether Lewis Carroll was a. . . well 
. .. Republican, I confess I do not know. 

He was shy, eccentric, and seemingly incapable of 
having a mature relationship with a woman, but this 
cannot be said of all members of the GOP. Gingrich 
sure isn’t shy. 

But perhaps what you’re asking is whether Dodgson 
was a deve. 

His interest in little girls was such that he probably 
wouldn’t be the first guy you’d think of to put in charge 
of your daughter’s Brownie troop, but for the most part 
he seems to have been harmless. 

A lifelong bachelor with a stammer, he was uncom- 
fortable among adults and could relax only with little 
girls, who were amused by his stories and games. 

Dodgson’s biggest crush was on Alice Liddell, daugh- 
ter of a dean at Oxford, where the author of 
“Jabberwocky” taught mathematics. Dodgson saw her 
often over a 10-year period but drifted away after she 
reached puberty — a typical pattern for him. 

Some believe he asked her parents for permission to 
marry her and was rebuffed, but it seems out of charac- 
ter, like a proposal from Mister Rogers. 

Whatever his intentions, on the surface he was always 
the proper Victorian gent. 

Then again, we do have those nude photographs. 

An enthusiastic amateur photographer, Dodgson took 
thousands of pictures, many of them portraits of his lit- 
tle friends. Everybody was clothed at first, but in the late 
1870s, when Dodgson was in his mid 40s, he tried to 
shoot some of the girls in the buff — not an easy thing 
to arrange. He did a few nude studies of young female 
models and went prospecting among the families of his 
friends and acquaintances. 

In 1879 Dodgson sent several curious letters, repub- 
lished a while back in Harper’s, to the family of Andrew 
Mayhew, an Oxford colleague. He asked permission to 
take nude photographs of the three Mayhew daughters, 
ages 6, 11, and 13, with no other adults present. 

When the parents nixed the idea of no chaperone, 
Dodgson lost interest. 

He did succeed in doing nudes of other girls, but usu- 
ally by agreeing to let their moms hover nearby. 

In 1880 Dodgson gave up photography forever. 

Too much heat? Nobody knows, although around the 
same time he got flak for kissing one of his girlfriends. 

At any rate, the nude photos and plates were returned 
to the families of the subjects or destroyed upon his 
death, and none has ever come to light. 

If at this point you’re waiting for a segue into satanic 
rituals and doing it with cucumbers . . . sorry, partner. 
So far as is known, Dodgson never had a sexual rela- 
tionship with another human being, and his right hand 
ain’t talking.

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For thousands of college 
football fans around 
Boston, the ’gate, not the 
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century ago, back when 

horses and trains were 

the only way to get to 

football games, the 

word “tailgate” was as- 
sociated — if people had heard 
it at all — with the drop flap on 
the back of a farm wagon. Now 
the word evokes a grand Ameri- 
can ritual: crisp weather, fall 
colors, picnic blankets draped 
over the back of the car, a cooler 
of beer and a six-foot sub. 

Fall means tailgates. As a 
warm-up for football games, tail- 
gates have taken on a life of their 
own — nowadays, they often last 
far longer than the games they 
ostensibly celebrate. And not to 
slight fans of the pro game, but 
it’s college ball that gave rise to 
the phenomenon, and it’s at col- 
leges. that the tailgate still wears 
its full dress colors. 

Boston has a decent claim to 
being one of the birthplaces of 
the ritual. A century ago, when 
Harvard was playing Yale in 
proto-football, spectators from 
Cambridge crammed together 
for proto-tailgates, festooning 
their carriages with banners that 
exalted the Crimson and de- 
nounced the Eli. Their vest 
flasks filled with spirituous 
liquors, the fans cheered the ar- 
rival of their team, booed the 
opposition vigorously, and gen- 
erally raised collegiate hell. 

Since then, football itself has 
changed. The forward pass, 
plastic helmets, and 50-man 
rosters have helped build a bil- 
lion-dollar business out of what 
was just a bunch of leather-clad 
collegians running into each 
other. But don’t tell that to the 
alumni who turn out for the 
Yale-Harvard game. At “the 
Game,” as it’s known to its par- 
tisans, football is still proudly 


amateurish, and the spectators’ 
raccoon coats, pewter flasks, 
and convivial excesses run like a 
gaudy thread back to the years 
when Ivy League teams parceled 
out the national championship 
among them. 

Today, open-container laws 
are flouted just as widely as Pro- 
hibition was 70 years ago. Mar- 
tini shakers and pitchers of 
bloody marys boost the outdoor 
stamina of many an alum on 
that weekend before Thanksgiv- 
ing. The Ivy League may no 
longer lead the way in tailgating 
— for sheer numbers, Harvard 
has long since been overtaken by 
crosstown upstart BC — but the 
tailgating ritual ultimately is 
about old-boyism, and any story 
of old-boyism starts at the 
Game. Where else can you find 
that lurching alum from the 
Coolidge years, intoning gravelly 
chestnuts about the sins of Har- 
vard and virtues of Yale — or is 
it the other way around? (If he 
can’t remember, check the color 
of his scarf.) 

Not long ago, on the occasion 
of the 100th meeting of Harvard 
and Yale, Time magazine sent 
writer John Skow to nose 
around the festivities surround- 
ing the Game. His report told of 
a field full of old stockbrokers, 
young lawyers, and middle-aged 
business poobahs all waxing 
sentimental about their college 
days, horsing around in the mud 
trying to re-create, as Skow put 
it, “an innocent never-never 
time when all Harvard and Yale 
students were male and, at least 
in legend, privileged, lazy, out- 
rageous, and perpetually booze- 
fogged.” 


The more things change 
Legend it may be, but that’s 

















also a pretty fair description of my friend 
Paul before the start of one Harvard- Yale 
game. As an undergrad, he’s too young to 
be waxing sentimental, so he’s busy being 
outrageous and booze-fogged. At the mo- 
ment, he’s hanging by his ankles, mouth 
closed around the tap of a keg. This is an 
“upside-down tap hit,” and his friends-of- 
the-moment are counting off the seconds 
to see how long he can keep this up before 
the beer stops glugging up his esophagus, 
fills his mouth, and begins shooting out all 
over whoever’s unlucky enough to be 
standing nearby. Paul makes it to about 
12, which is about as far as anybody’s got 
today. 

It’s the 106th Yale-Harvard game, and 
we’re in New Haven, 1989. We’re 
freeloading at one of several fraternity tail- 
gates; the Greeks, like everyone else here, 
haul out the colors big-time for the final 
game of the season. And they haven’t ex- 
actly come for the athletic contest. Sure, 
the Game is the oldest rivalry in college 
football, but these days it’s played between 
two teams so epochally bad that many of 
the people we’re tailgating with won’t even 
bother to enter the stadium. Pre-game tail- 
gates bleed into halftime festivities, and 
from there it’s just two more quarters to 
the post-game celebration. 

Give us another five years and we’re out 
of college, drawn magnetically back to 
New Haven. The fact that we made the 
trip at all might be an indication of some 
sentiment, but we’re not getting weepy 
about the Blue yet. In fact, we’re dancing 
on top of a rented U-Haul to the thumpy 
chorus of Bananarama’s “Venus.” We’re 
not up there for long before we’re called 
down by some of our old rugby buddies, 
who are recruiting us to help attack the 
orange-and-black car of some Princeton 
tailgaters and cover it with Yale-blue paint. 

We coat the car blue. We spraypaint 
white Y’s on the doors. Take that, Old 
Nassau. 

Who won these games? I have no idea, 
since my friends and I never even entered 
the stadium that Saturday. For us — and, 
clearly, we’re hardly alone — game week- 
ends have become a time for mini-re- 
unions. first, football a distant second. 


Crimson tied 

Sometimes the football part seems very 
distant indeed, as it does at Harvard on 
the weekend of its recent game with 
Princeton. 

The tailgating scene around Harvard 
Stadium a couple of Saturdays ago is... . 
well, to call it rowdy would be an over- 
statement. Heck, to call it tailgating would 
be an overstatement. On Head of the 
Charles weekend, the Square is filling up 
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with the out-of-town crowd that keeps J. 
Crew and J. Press in business. But nobody 
is turning out to tailgate for the Crimson. 
Blame the skies; it’s raining patchily on the 
few hardy souls gathered around their 
cars. A handful of others take shelter un- 
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plates. This luncheon is a small one, at 
150 or so attendees. (The Yale game, 
when it’s in Boston, attracts closer to 
400.) The weather, everyone agrees, is 
keeping people away. 

Even so, the bartenders are already most

der the stadium arches with their merlot 
and cheese. 

For games that aren’t the Game, Har- 
vard’s commitment to ‘gating is shaky at 
best. The ritual carries an element of 
showing off, and this, after all, isn’t a 
showy institution. 

But Harvard style, if we admit there 
might be such a thing, is still on display if 
you know where to look. Today, the 
search takes us indoors. Parents of the 
football team graze on a buffet in the 
Bright Hockey Center, whose plate-glass 
windows look across the Princeton end 
zone. Under the ceiling girders of the 
Briggs Athletic Center, a thousand 
guests of the Harvard Fund are ser- 
enaded by the school band. 

And inside the ITT, the Indoor 
Track and Tennis building, 


Club mingle with hoary old 
grads from the classes of 
1935, °36, and ’37 who 
have made their mini-re- 
unions official by reserving 
space here. Thirty or 40 
tables ring the generously 
supplied bar, staffed by 
white-haired men in bow 
ties and crimson jackets. 

The presence of linen 
tablecloths and a buffet — 
chowder, chili, beef bour- 
guignonne — hasn’t dis- —-o 
couraged some Varsity Club- 
bers from providing their own 
candlesticks and fresh shrimp 
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the stadium 


of the way through a case of bloody mary 
mix. 

“These people,” says one of the bar- 
tenders, “like to drink.” 

He tells me of one man, 65, 68 years 
old, who spends all morning upending 
‘martinis. “He can drink 
martinis one after 
the other and 
you wouldn’t 
know he’d 
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had one,” he says. 

“And that’s a real, real, real, dry 
martini.” 

How dry? 

He unscrews the cap of a Coke bottle, 
pours out a microscopic amount of soda. 

“That’s the vermouth?” I guess. 

“Yep.” 

A comfortable distance away from the 
Ancient Marinater, a huge tent, wide yel- 
low-and-white striped canvas, is protect- 
ing a thousand-odd Princeton revellers 
from the vagaries of the weather. Outside 
is a parking lot of matted grass and incipi- 
ent mud; inside, it’s all folding chairs, hot 
chowder, jovial handshakes and back-slap- 
ping. My senses are assaulted by Princeton 
colors emblazoned on go-to-hell pants, 
umbrellas, rain hats, and ties. 

It’s getting close to kickoff time, and no 
one shows any sign of moving toward the 
stadium. 

It’s not hard to guess why they stick 
around. Like so many tailgaters, they’ve 
found a neat, three-hour distillation of ev- 
erything they loved about college: loose 
time in the company of your peers; the 
chance to drink and tell jokes without 
worrying about offending anybody. A time 
blissfully away from the pressures of mon- 
ey, work, and — need it be said? — non- 
Princetonians.

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Low-key guys 

As I forge onward, away from the con- 
viviality of the tent, in search of revelers 
more inclined to brave the weather, I no- 
tice a rather familiar-looking non-Prince- 
tonian buying a Harvard program. He, 
for one, is going to the game. It takes me 
a second to think who it might be: big 
shaggy head, open blue oxford shirt. Field 
coat hanging off one shoulder, three 
teenagers in tow. He passes smoothly 
through the crowd, unnoticed, making 
small talk with the vendors at the sausage 
booth, shaking hands with the one guy 
who does recognize him, a fellow selling 
coffee out of an elaborate insulated back- 
pack. 

I edge up to the program stand. 

“Is that who I think it is?” I ask the 
seller. 

“That’s Weld.” 

“You'd hardly know it.” 

“Low-key guy.” he nods. “When 
Kennedy came, he’d have the Brooks 
Brothers suit and all that.” 

I guess that’s a relief, in a way. Massa- 
chusetts may be run by a cabal of Harvard 
old boys, but at least it’s a diverse group 
of old boys. Wondering what Scott 
Harshbarger wears when he comes to 
Harvard games, I climb the steps to the 
walkway on the south side of Blodgett 
Pool. 

The roof overhang here shelters the 
swim-team cookout, the biggest outdoor 
get-together of the day. I’m not sure 
you’d call it tailgating, since there’s no 
car involved, but two of the requisite ele- 
ments are present: a Weber grill and 
knots of alums milling about. 

Blodgett is a great place to watch 
the game without a ticket, since it 
faces the open end of Harvard’s 
horseshoe-shaped arena. By the time 
I get there, it’s the second quarter, 
and the game is being fought on the 
far end of the field, Harvard driving 
toward the Princeton end zone. They 
settle for a field goal, their only score 
in a 14-3 loss to the undefeated 
Tigers. 

The distant action is framed by the 
great blunt ends of the stands. The 
wind blows ripples into the vines of Har- 
vard ivy, green touched with red. Next to 
me, Jeff Marks, Harvard senior and cap- 
tain of the swim team, isn’t watching the 
field. He’s poking at the coals at the bot- 
tom of his grill. 

He figures 50 or 60 people were at the 
cookout today. 

I ask him how many came by for the 
Yale game last year. 


‘. He's.a low-key guy, too, and he shrugs 


inside his swim-team fleece. His expres- 
sion suggests vast numbers. “I wouldn’t 
even want to estimate,” he says. 

Not far from us, in the stately Griggs 
Fieldhouse, a glass display case holds an 
aging ellipsoid of pigskin inscribed in 
block capitals: HARVARD 10 YALE 3, 1919. 
Back when that ball bounced around the 
gridiron, 50,000 spectators crammed the 
stands — half the population of Cam- 
bridge at the time, and 10,000 more than 
the six-year-old stadium was built for. 
Today, in front of us, the end-zone seats 
gape, empty. A few thousand fans huddle 
between 20-yard-lines, orange and Crim- 
son in about equal numbers, watching a 
series of abortive end runs. 

Sic transit Ivy League football. 


The real thing 

Big East football is a whole different 
kettle of chowder. Across the river in 
Chestnut Hill, 45,000 people descend for 
every game in Alumni Stadium, home of 
the Boston College Eagles. This is the Big 
Game, New England style. The pageantry 
may not be up to the standards of a 
decade ago, when huge RVs set up 
awnings to compete in tailgating contests, 
and raucous crowds preferred to boogie 
all afternoon rather than watch the near- 
winless Eagles. But it’s still pageantry. 

Their uneven season notwithstanding, 
the Eagles play real football. Fans are 
coming in droves, compelled partly by the 
quality of the sport and partly by the re- 
lentless impulse to socialize that seems to 
be the birthright of every BC grad. 

The premier tailgating lawn at BC is 


Shea Field, which rolls right up to the 
edge of the stadium. This is not parking 
for everyman: Shea admits only the top 
circle of donors to the Blue Chips, the BC 
athletic-booster club whose minimum 
ante is $250. 

Even in on-again, off-again rain, mass- 
es of fans are tailgating in Shea — and 
everywhere else — before the Pitt game. 

gAmid a sea of flags, balloons, and ban- 


ners, they’re tailgating hepidg the Chests ,

nut Hill reservoir; tailgating amid the 
dorms; tailgating under the NO TAILGAT- 
ING sign that hangs above the entrance to 
the Beacon Street garage, packed with 
Cherokees and Lincolns. 

I don’t see many station wagons, 
though. If one of the misconceptions 
about Ivy League tailgating is that it has 
anything to do with football, one of the 
misconceptions about all tailgating is that 
it has anything to do with tailgates. Over 
the last decade, the family wagons of 
yore — the lumbering Buick Roadmas- 
ters and Country Squires — have been 
supplanted by the sport-utility vehicle 
and the minivan. 

In the latter category is the ’80s-vintage 
Plymouth Voyager that Tim and Kathy 
Lane have driven in from Andover. Not 
far from the rarefied turf of Shea Field, 
the Lanes host a doozy of a feed, Mrs. 


Lane cheery inside her poncho, and Mr. . 


Lane keeping the rain out with a wide- 
brimmed straw hat. 

For the Lanes, the van is just a pack 
horse. They’ve moved well beyond the 
mobile sort of tailgating, and have three 
tables of food set out under a freestand- 
ing blue tent that keeps the rain out. A 
bench has been pressed into service to 
hold their grill. 

They’re nestled in the shadow of Ed- 
munds Hall, as they have been at every 
home game for the past several years. In 
fact, the Lanes have been tailgating here 
since Tim graduated in 1964, with 
respites in the years their sons played 
high-school sports. 

At this point, the Lanes are enough of

an institution that their children’s friends 
had a sign made up, which hangs next to 
their buffet tables:

This is American week: their spread 
ranges from raw veggies and dip to a 
macaroni-and-meat bake to chocolate 
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trifle for dessert. Next Saturday, when 
BC plays West Virginia, it'll be Italian 
week: calzones, shrimp-pasta-feta toss, 
baked ziti with sausage and meatballs. 
That’s for the big chowdown after the 
game; beforehand it’s bread and cheese, 
quiche and seafood-salad finger sand- 
wiches. Coffee sits in thermoses atop the 
buffet tables, soda and beer in a cooler 
inside the minivan. 

If some BC families seem to approach 
tailgating out of a sense of obligation — 
“do we have to set up the candles, 
Dad?” — the Lanes tackle it with gusto, 
uniting family, friends, and all their kids’ 
old college roommates around their flut- 
tering banner. This week, with the rain, 
20 people gather. Next week, though, 
Saturday will be clear, and their son 
Kevin will drive out with his friends from 
Notre Dame, and their daughter Mau- 
reen will bring friends from New York 
and Pittsburgh, and a hundred people 
will stop by. The Lanes are an event. 

Behind the stadium, another kind of 
event gets rolling while the BC band lim- 
bers up for the game. As the rhythm sec- 
tion beats out a military tattoo, Manny 
— a BC grad and a first-year student at 
BC’s Carroll School of Management — 
backs his old military truck up to a 
chain-link fence. A growling olive-green 
Dodge, 30 years old, cherry condition. 

Manny’s setup is as modest as his 
truck is striking. No personalized ban- 
ner, no tent, just one grill and a card 
table. But he’s got a big advantage over 
the dozens of wet families standing near- 
by around the backs of their wagons: the 

Dodge comes with an army-issue 
canvas tarp, which Manny 
stretches to the fence to create a 
little bivouac. His potato chips 
stay perfectly dry, as do the 
plates of Italian sausages, burg- 
ers, and a pot of sautéeing 
onions and peppers. 

Like the Lanes’ — and like al- 
most every tailgate I walk by — 
this is a family affair. Manny’s 
parents are up for the game from 
Long Island; his brother, Matt, is 
a BC undergrad, and his friends 
are here in force, grabbing cans 

of Bud Lite. Missing from the festivities 
so far are Manny’s B-school classmates.

Our host’s dad, Matt Sr., shakes my 
hand with his hearty bear paw. He isn’t 
even a Boston College grad.

The triumph of jollity 

The official party at BC is in the new 
wing of the William J. Flynn Recreation 
Complex, a spacious building that looks 
like an ultramodern high-school gym. Un- 
der the rafters, the dining service offers hot 
dogs and coffee, vendors hawk goodies, 
and the college’s natty marching band 
plays. Gymnastic pompon girls and a 


toothy baton twirler work their magic on, 


the crowd of young families and oldsters. 
The music is that rousing band-rock stuff. 
I tap my foot. Go Eagles! 

I can’t help noticing, though, that the 
crowd is a little anemic, especially consid- 
ering that we’re inside the one available 
building on a rainy day. In fact, the audi- 
ence I’m standing in is nearly outnum- 
bered by the band itself. Why isn’t every- 
one here? 

One answer is written pretty clearly on 
a sign over the door of the rec plex: NO 
ALCOHOL. NO SMOKING. BC alums are too 
gregarious to be confined, especially in a 
room where they can’t mix a bloody, puff 
a stogie, or quaff a brewhaha. 

But there’s another reason, and it ex- 
plains not only the limp turnout in the 
gym, but also what’s. so bothersome about 
the whole Harvard approach. It’s that 
partying indoors on a Saturday afternoon 
is cheating. The whole pleasure of the 
thing isin matching nature one on one, 
your jollity versus the elements. 

Jollity triumphs handily just inches 
from the prohibitionist dictum on the 
door of the rec plex. The crowd here is 
packed under the building’s generous 
eaves, and since the plex is a model of 
roof-drainage efficiency, we’re all staying 
dry as a Harvard Varsity Club martini. 

“One-upmanship” is the word that 
comes to mind as I survey the scene. Peo- 
ple are clustered so thickly I can barely 
squeeze past the gingham tablecloths and 
kettle grills. I look longingly at those neat, 
three-bottle liquor suitcases, and stare 
open-mouthed at the woman folding 
chopped veggies into omelets on a portable 
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griddle. Just as I’m wondering whether a 
responsible journalist shouldn’t be count- 
ing picnic hampers or something, a cham- 
pagne cork pops next to me, and I think, 
amazed: these people do this every week. 

But unlike the Ivy fans they seem to be 
emulating, BC people are serious about 
football, and they come not just to party 
but to cheer. As the clock approaches 
noon — kickoff time — most of the swish 
setups next to the rec plex have closed up 
shop. The Lanes have re-packed the Voy- 
ager and are folding up their tent. On 
Shea Field, the crowds are beginning to 
decamp. Hefty bags swell with detritus; 
ice is scattered over beer to keep it cold 
for the postgame festivities. 

By late in the first quarter, state cops 
are closing down the remaining Shea 
parties, corralling the remaining fans 
and herding them out through the gates, 
into a stadium yellow with BC Eagles 
rain ponchos. 

By 1:30 — halftime — things have died 
down. Shea Field is tightly policed to en- 
sure there will be no renegade mid-game 
festivities. (Harvard is forced to take simi- 
lar measures when the unruly Yale crowd 
hits town.) Not all is quiet, though. Under 
the stadium, in the Beacon Street garage, 
three twentysomething fans ‘are working 
on a case of beer with no party attached. 
They’re pretty far along, it looks: one of 
the three is wearing an empty Budweiser 
box on his head. 

I hear him as I walk by. 

“It’s great, it’s great,” he’s explaining as 
he lifts the flap over his eyes. “It’s got a 
visor and everything.” 

Oh boy. 

Once the game is over, win or lose, the 
parking lots will return to life. Baked din- 
ners will emerge, cocktail shakers will flash 
again. But for now, over by the fence, 
Manny’s distinctive old pickup is one of 
the few signs of halftime life. True to his 
promise, Manny hasn’t gone into the game 
yet. This is his first tailgate, and it’s a suc- 
cess: the seeds of old-boyism are sprouting 
nicely. His friends have ‘arrived, clustered 
together in the safety of their olive awning, 
sharing the beer and the afternoon. And 
they’re probably wondering — but not too 
much — what’s happening at the football 
game a couple hundred yards away. Q

in its quest for the cheap thrill: health awareness. These 
days, the same folks who were dropping acid 25 years 
ago, along with their modern counterparts, are spend- 
ing their hard-earned pay on vitamin supplies and 
herbal stimulants. What’s the next logical progression 
in the history of recreational mind alteration? Why, 
Herbal Ecstacy, of course. So get ready to take a ride 
on the Magic Bus. 
This trip, though, it’s all organic. 


Great chemistry 

According to promotional literature and recorded 
phone messages, Herbal Ecstacy is a “100 percent nat- 
ural organic alternative supplement.” Is it a health en- 
hancer? Well, its components have been used as such. 
An energy booster? Well, physical stimulation is one 
result of its use. But let’s get to the heart of the matter 
— we’re talking about “a natural alternative to drugs 
with no side effects!” 

Herbal Ecstacy is a combination of Tibetan ma 
huang, wild Brazilian guarana, Chinese black ginseng, 
German wild gingko biloba, African raw cola nut, Rus- 
sian gotu-kola, Indonesian wild fo-ti-tieng, Chinese 
green-tea extract, and rou gui (a rare form of Chinese 
nutmeg). 

Although the individual dose of each herb in Herbal 
Ecstacy is no stronger than that found in many other 
herbal products currently available, it is the particular 
combination, as well as the carbon-dioxide cook-and- 
extraction method with which it is processed, that is 
supposed to pack Herbal Ecstacy with the wallop its 
makers promise. What’s more, it is completely vegetar- 
ian. It contains “all 18 amino acids in complete form.” 
Its antioxidants “help prevent free-radical damage to 
cells.” Its ingredients form a “powerful thermogenic 
compound” that “burns calories through heat genera- 
tion.” And it “increases metabolism.” 

What could be better — nutrition and intoxication, 
all in a convenient pill form! (Five to 10 tablets is the 
recommended dose, actually.) 

And just what, exactly, is this stuff supposed to do 
to you? Apparently, you will experience ecstasy. Not 
just a state of rapturous delight, but effects that mim- 
ic the synthetic drug MDMA, known commonly as 
“Ecstasy.” 

MDMA was first used experimentally on. psychiatric 
patients. It produced intense feelings of well-being and 
trust, talkativeness, sensory enhancement, and the sen- 
sation of physical energy. When it was outlawed, ama- 
teur — and in some cases, bathtub — drug manufac- 
turers quickly obtained the recipe and distributed it to 
the drug-crazy masses. 

That’s what Herbal Ecstacy (note the difference in 
spelling) is being billed as, literally: “it’s more than just 
another ‘smart drug’.” 

The promotional literature is, once again, rife with 
quotes from the experts: “Herbal Ecstacy acts on the 
same basis as MDMA, triggering similar, but not iden- 
tical, physical reactions in the body,” according to 
someone named Peter Noah in URB magazine. “The 
effects of Herbal Ecstacy include: euphoric stimulation, 
highly increased energy levels, tingly skin sensations, 
enhanced sensory processing, increased sexual sensa- 
tions, and mood elevations,” says a Dr. Janis Burton in 
New Psychology. 

“A fantastically light-headed, tingly happy-happy 
buzz, with no side effects,” says an anonymous 
someone in a UK publication called Herb Garden. 
Obleo Carson, of the Mind Research Institute in 
Canada, calls it a “ . . . tingly and floaty mind-ex- 
panding euphoria.”

Getting high with Mother Nature 

All right — this stuff is all natural, so it must be 
good for you, right? Well, maybe. Spectrum “makes 
no health claims or claims otherwise whatsoever.” 
And even though the product has been “carefully 
formulated and thoroughly tested,” all data provided 
on its promotional material is “for historical-reasons 
only.” But it is “in strict compliance with FDA regu- 
lations” and has the National Association of Ad- 
vanced Food Supplements Stamp of Approval. 

Back to that question of health: Spectrum does 
dispense ‘a few health.warnings for Herbal Ecstacy 
users. “Do not exceed six tablets in 24 hours without 
first consulting a health practitioner. Do not take if 
you have any pre-existing health problems without 
consulting a health practitioner. Reduce use (or 
combine with a light meal)” —— Herbal Ecstacy is 
supposed to be taken on an empty stomach with 
plenty of water — “if nervousness, restlessness, or 
sleeplessness occurs.” 

Spectrum literature warns not to use Herbal Ecsta- 
cy if you have high blood pressure or heart or thy- 
roid disease — it can alter the effects of cardiac and 
blood-pressure medication — diabetes, or liver con- 
ditions. Or if you are taking something called a “mao 
inhibitor,” or if you are pregnant or nursing — un- 
less you are given the go-ahead by a health profes- 
sional. And, of course, keep out of reach of children. 

Zowie! What’s a person looking for a healthy good 
time to do? Local herb experts aren’t too sure either, 
but they’ve got their opinions. 

“In this industry, the general view is that you need 
to do things that support the body,” says the manag- 
er of the New Mexico-based Herb Store, who goes 
only by the name of Leslie. “Our focus is on enhanc- 
ing health; our mission statement focuses on preven- 
tative health, without judgment. We’re not saying 
that using herbs for recreational purposes is bad, but 
we're not sure where > something like Herbal Ecstacy 
fits into that mission.” 

She also has some concerns about the general ef- 
fect the herbs contained in Herbal Ecstacy have on 
the average human body. In fact, she shares the 
prevalent notion among herbal specialists that using 
herbal stimulants is not much better for you than us- 
ing synthetic ones. 

“If you’re using any herbal stimulant, you’re just 
using it asa substitute for caffeine, and the best thing 
for your body is to instead get to the root of why 
you're so tired,” Leslie says. 

Lisa Pacilio, an herb-section employee of anoth- 
er market in New Mexico, has even stronger opin- 
ions, and her target is Herbal Ecstacy’s primary in- 
gredient. Ephaedra (another name for ma huang) 
is the source of the pharmaceutical drug 
ephedrine, she says. Both the herb and its stronger 
derivative increase the heart rate and dilate the 
lungs — hence their use in homeopathic and over- 
the-counter allergy medicines, decongestants, and 
asthma medicines. Both are also frequently found 
in non-FDA-approved “energy boosters” and 
weight-loss formulas. 

“Ephaedra is a stimulant, and like any stimulant, 
it’s hard on the adrenal glands,” Pacilio says. “We 
don’t recommend using it for long periods of time.” 

Pacilio is personally steadfast in her disapproval of 
using Herbal Ecstacy, but she has encountered some 
challenges to her convictions. Her friend Greg Giel- 
man, an herbalist and the owner of Transformation 
Botanicals in Santa Cruz, California, has become a

- Sounds like fun, no? The Beverly Hills-based Spectrum 
Group, Herbal Ecstacy’s creator and national distributor, 
thinks so, too. A desire to serve the teens patronizing late- 
night rave dance scenes (who were looking for energy-boost- 
ing, side-effectless alternatives to drugs) led to the company’s 
creation of Herbal Ecstacy in 1990. Sales have been spectac- 


ular, according to Spectrum’s marketing director, Michael _ 


Kay, with more than a million doses sold since the product 
hit the market in full force in 1993. Roughly half the product 
is sold to individuals who call the Spectrum hotline; the other 
half is distributed around the country in retail stores. 

It’s a company with an angle, this Spectrum. It also creates 
and distributes two other products: Ritual Spirit, an “herbal 
aphrodisiac,” and Body Sculpture, a natural prodect that is

What seems to have gone unnoticed during the whole 
Herbal Ecstacy craze is its parent company’s marketing strat- 
egy — one that seems to involve the obvious targeting of a 
youthful, recreational-drug-using audience. Kelly Randall, 
Kay’s assistant at Spectrum, says that the company has no 
specific consumer target in mind and that people of all ages 
have called to order, especially since Kay has been appearing 
on radio shows around the nation to promote the product. 

However, she presents us. with an irony: “Personally,” says 
Randall — who has, incidentally, used Herbal Ecstacy several 
times — “I wouldn’t sell it to kids under 18.” 

Nevertheless, it is perfectly legal for minors to procure and 
use Herbal Ecstacy. Perhaps that’s the reason why a series of 
commercials for Herbal Ecstacy is currently appearing on 
MTV. 

All references to “natural” ingredients — and the assur- 
ance that this product is sold “strictly as an herbal dietary 
supplement” — aside, there’s no mistaking that you are sup- 
posed to take this to get high. Just listen.ta the recorded mes; 





champion of the product, giving interviews to the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle and CNN on its behalf. 

“He is a great herbalist, but I’ve still had to ask him, ‘How 
can you tell people to take this crap?,’” she says. “He’s had 
lots of experience with real Ecstasy as well as Herbal Ecstacy. 
His argument, and I can see his viewpoint, is that it gives 
people an alternative to synthetic drugs — and anything’s 
better for you than that.” 

Spectrum’s Kelly Randall shrugs off the medical concerns, 
too. “The way anything you put in your body affects you just 
depends on individual metabolism,” she says. 

Speaking of which, Randall has found she’s built up a tol- 
erance and now requires the high-end dose of 10 tablets in 
order to get that tingly, mind-floating feeling. 

“A person also just has to use common sense. This is all 
natural. It isn’t going to hurt you in the long run.” Plus, she 
says, referring to popular Ecstasy lore, “it’s not like you’re 
going to wake up five years from now with your spinal cord

A not-always-French bistro 
so good it merits the name 


by Robert Nadeau 


ack before the mar- 

keters got hold of the 

term, a “bistro” in 

France was a little 

place with hot meals at 
all hours. The word almost implied 
“fast food,” but we are talking about 
the French fast food of many years ago 
— long-cooked soups and stews that 
were filling and delicious, if not beauti- 
fully composed upon the platter. The 
most American equivalent would be 
“diner food.” The bistro ideal remains 
identified with certain dishes, such as 
onion soup, and the experience of gas- 
tronomic illumination in 
downscale surroundings, 
no matter how the con- 
cept is stretched by the 
expensive Hamersley’s 
Bistro, or the monocultur- 
al Bombay Bistro. 

The Union Square 
Bistro, however, has cap- 
tured the spirit and much of 
the flavor of French bistros. 
Its only deviation is the 
slightly pretentious wall 
decorations — photographs 
and souvenirs of famous 
restaurants, wineries, dish- 
es, grapes, and such. And 
it’s not purely French, but 
has selected (with a bistro- 
logical eye) some Por- 
tuguese and Mediterranean 
influences. Yet for tone, 
friendly service, hang-abili- 
ty, and rib-sticking cooking, 
this is a bistro’s bistro. 

The menu is so oriented 
to the bread platter and the 
appetizers that its quality is “front-load- 
ed” — like the teardrop-shaped dream 
cars of the 1940s, its weight is shifted 
forward. At dinner one is served an im- 
pressive platter of watm, roasted wal- 
nuts, carrot sticks, sourdough rye bread, 
sweet currant bread, and irresistibly 
crunchy, garlic-treated flatbread toasts, 
like the Armenian lavash. With it, you 
have an outstanding virgin olive oil, even 
if it is served in screw-topped glass jars 
that remind every male in the room of 
specimen jars. As if this weren’t enough 
food for many light suppers, a waiter 
comes and refills. At lunch the platter is 
reduced to two breads and the olive oil, 
and it still impresses. 

Soups are important to any bistro, and 
this one always has the classic onion 
soup, and usually has a Portuguese kale 
soup as a nod to the surrounding Por- 
tuguese neighborhood. A recent special 
of tomato-fennel soup ($3.45) was like 
the quintessence of Provence, a thick 
tomato soup with notes of fennel root, 
leek, and red pepper. The caesar salad is 
a good one, though the anchovies are 
merely laid out on the top. 

The bistro’s hits are likely to be of- 
fered as appetizers, main dishes, and 
lunches, and some favored ingredients 
repeat themselves in various permuta- 
tions. On the fall menu, portobello 
mushrooms and puff pastry are teamed 
for a broiled appetizer ($7.95), and 
again for an entree ($12.95). The for- 
mer exaggerated the beefy flavor of the 
large mushrooms with a charred crust 
and sliced, reassembled presentation — 
just like a steak or duck breast. This 
treatment, though, resulted in burned 
puff pastry on our plate. I also thought 


that the meat sauce under the dish had _

the salty, thin quality of American “au 
jus” gravy, which is often made from 
commercial beef-soup base. But it is at 
least an authentic error, since many 
French bistros serve similar concoctions. 

No one should miss some form of the 
crab cakes ($6.95, $11.95). We tried 
them as a lunch entree ($9.95), and got 
three of the best-flavored crab cakes in 
Greater Boston. Complementing those 
were seasoned french fries, and a mix 
of pickles, corn, and red pepper in a 
mayonnaise-based sauce, a very suc- 
cessful cross between tartar sauce and 
piccalilli. 

Another neat bistro lunch was a Por- 
tuguese pork sandwich ($6.95). This 
vaguely evokes the Azorean pork trim- 
mings they used to serve at 
the old Terra Deli in East 
Cambridge. But the chef at 
Union Square bistro has 
taken a better cut of pork, 
with a lot more vinegar in 
the marinade, and served it 
on the sourdough rye with 
sautéed onions and a very 
French sauce like a thinned 
mayonnaise. This has ad- 
dictive qualities, and 
should be avoided by re- 
covering sandwich abusers. 

Going upscale and 
modern with dinner en- 
trees brought us to pleas- 
ant but less lofty territory. 
A medallion of salmon en 
papillote ($16.95) was 
nicely served up with but- 
tery vegetables, but felt 
like a bistro treatment of a 
pretentious dish, rather 
than authentic anything. A 
piece of grilled swordfish 
with “frizzled leeks” 
($16.95) was tasty swordfish for the sea- 
son. Sweet corn risotto was a successful 
use of the crunchiness of fresh maize to 
amplify the residual crunch of properly 
cooked risotto. (There is still some think- 
ing to be done about the traditional but- 
ter-cheese flavor of the risotto versus the 
dominating sweetness of the genetically 
improved sweet corn we get these days.) 

The wine list is mostly inexpensive and 
well-selected, though it can be expensive 
by the glass. There is a supplementary list 
of luxury and older wines for $65 to 
$125, but most bottles are distributed 
around a $20 average. There is a nice se- 
lection of dessert spirits. 

Desserts are commendably inexpen- 
sive but correspondingly underdevel- 
oped. In particular, the kitchen leans 
hard on its homemade ice creams, but 
the ones I tasted were underflavored. 
The seasonal specialty is an “apple orgy” 
($5.95) of a heavy, bland coffee cake, 
napped with apple butter, and topped 
with “granny smith ice cream” of no dis- 
tinctive flavor. Same problem, plus a 
somewhat icy texture, with a decaf- 
espresso coffee ice cream ($2.75). I pre- 
ferred an apple tart ($3.95; with ice 
cream $5.45) based on the puff pastry 
with a very good topping of sautéed 
fresh apples. 

The service promotes good feelings 
by balancing friendliness and non-in- 
trusion. | would recommend Union 
Square Bistro for early dates, if there 
were not the danger of meeting some- 
one you know, combining tables, shar- 
ing tastes, talking loudly, and perhaps 
diffusing some of that crucial atmo- 
sphere. Bistros are like that, or maybe 
your dates are like that, and this will 
Suit your crowd ideally. as Q

Sit-com school 


“There are so many script gurus out there teaching ridiculous 
things like ‘How to write a blockbuster screenplay in 21 days,” 
jokes former television writer Richard Eckhaus. “So we fig- 
ured we’d cash in on the despicable craze and put together a 
seminar on sit-coms.” The we he’s referring to is himself and 
Marty Nadler, two Hollywood exiles living in the Boston area 
with combined credits that include writing and producing for 
such hits as The Odd Couple, Happy Days, Laverne and Shirley, Welcome Back Kotter, The Jeffersons, 
and Different Strokes. The seminar in question is no joke: Eckhaus and Nadler will be offering it for 
the first time on November 11 at the Comedy Connection at Faneuil Hall. The $130 registration fee, 
which goes up to $150 after November 7, includes, as Eckhaus explains, “A rubber chicken lunch, 
and a workbook.” He adds, “We call ourselves the Two Guys from Hollywood. We sort of stole that 
from this pizza joint called Two Guys from Italy that was down the street from the Comedy Store in 
Hollywood, where both of us used to perform.” 
So what are two guys from Hollywood doing in Boston? 
As it turns out, they grew tired of doing the Hollywood shuffle back in 1991 and, independent of 
each other, decided to move to the Boston area. “Marty told me he was moving to Martha’s Vineyard 
because he was having trouble getting his son into a good gang in LA. I came and taught at my alma 
mater, the BU School of Communications.” 
The aim of the seminar, says Eckhaus, is to give people a solid “introduction to writing for sit- 
coms. We’re going to teach people what they should know about the business, I arrived in Hollywood 
with a college education and most of what I'd been taught was of no use at all. I bullshitted my way 
into seeing the producer of Barney Miller, a show I was dying to write for. I gave him the scripts I 
had written at BU, and as far as. he was concerned they were unreadable. What | had been told was 
the correct format for sit-coms was totally wrong.” 
Eckhaus admits that “it’s next to impossible to have a sit-com writing career from Boston. It’s not 
easy to get a script to somebody — period. Our aim is to show people what they need to do if they 
want to be a Hollywood writer. The majority of writers in Hollywood start in sit-coms. It pays very, 
very well. And what we'll be teaching is certainly adaptable for other kinds of Hollywood writing. We 
both have experiences within all kinds of television. I like to think of us as licensed gag men.” 
Richard Eckhaus and Marty Nadler’s comedy writing seminar will be held from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m.

“Why does our record suck?”, jokes Dave 
Dederer, guitarist for Seattle’s Presidents of the 
United States of America. He’s referring to the 
trio’s homonymous Columbia debut, which has 
already yielded the ubiquitous single “Lump.” 
Dederer’s at home in Seattle, enjoying his last 
few days off before Presidents leader Chris 
Ballew returns from his honeymoon and the 
band launch a tour that hits the Paradise on 
November 12. And he’s trying to get around 
answering the question he’s heard dozens of 
times since “Lump” took radio by storm with its 
deliriously catchy mixture of buzzing guitars and 
surreal, off-the-wall lyrics. Namely, what the hell 
is the song about? 

“We’ve been asked that question a number 
of times and the truth is there’s no real 
answer,” Dederer finally admits. “Chris wrote 
the words and he doesn’t even know. | can tell 
you that ‘Lump’ started off being a tumor and 
turned into a girl. But it’s ambiguous. That’s 
just the way Chris writes. If things trip off the 
tongue, then he’s into it.” 

Dederer and Ballew have been playing 
together on and off for nine years. But their 
current trio, which came together a little less 
than two years ago, when former Love Battery 
drummer Jason Finn joined, owes a debt to the 
time Ballew spent hanging out around Boston 
playing with Morphine frontman Mark 
Sandman in a band called Supergroup. He 
rejoined Dederer in Seattle armed with a new 


jury-rigged instrument — the two-string 
“basitar” — and a uniquely twisted songwrit- 
ing style. 


“I think the Supergroup thing freed Chris up 
to write all kinds of stupid lyrics, to write more 
rhythmically. He’d been making these weird 
four-track tapes before he moved to Boston. 
He sold cassettes — one called ‘Good Time 





Lindt Cake’ and one called ‘Salvador Dali 
Parton’ — that have these made-up songs, 
some of which were good and some of which 
were shit. But when he got back to Seattle he’d 
finally synthesized the pop sensibility that we 
both shared with this more wacky thing that 
he’d been working on. And he also had this 
two-string-guitar deal that he’d picked up from 
playing with Mark Sandman, That was the 
basis for the Presidents of the United States.” 

With Morphine, Sandman opted for bass, 
sax, drums, and no guitar. The Presidents, on 
the other hand, built their sound around two 
modified guitars — Ballew’s two-stringer and 
Dederer’s three-string “guitbass” — and 
drums. The Presidents of the United States of 
America is filled with skewed lyrics and goofy 
vocals, but the trio are also straightforward 
enough to pull off a raucous version of the 
MCS5’s classic “Kick Out the Jams.” 

“It’s all a mental thing,” explains Dederer. 
“Chris and I are both playing regular guitars 
that are tuned exactly the same, except that 
mine has one extra string. But Chris thinks of 
his as bass and I think of mine as a guitar. So 
the instrumentation is quirky, but I think we 
sound like a straightahead rock band. Oh — 
and we’re way better live then we are on the 
record. The live thing is the shit.”

The Huntington makes the most 


of The Young Man from Atlanta

mall packages can be beau- 
tifully wrapped, and such is 
the case with The Young 
Man from Atlanta, an old- 
fashioned, arguably slight 
piece of dramaturgy that, in the lovely per- 
| formance on view at the Huntington The- 
atre Company, is its own justification. It is 
also, apart from the movies (Tender 
Mercies, The Trip to Bountiful), Boston’s 
introduction to Horton Foote, the venerable 
Texas writer whose works defy the Lone 
Star stereotype of big-and-crude. Foote’s 
Texas is less the wide open spaces than the 
wide, open verandah from which he has for 
the past 80 years watched the small town of 
| Wharton go by. But if the Oscar-winning 
| scribe has been conspicuously missing from 
Boston’s professional rialto, the Huntington 
has, you might say, put its best Foote for- 
ward with this nuanced staging of the play 
that won Foote the 1995 Pulitzer Prize. 
Although recently written, The Young 
Man from Atlanta is set in Houston in 














1950, and it is a time capsule of sorts. In 
the opening scene, 64-year-old Will Kidder 
— Ralph Waite, giving a performance that 
makes Walton’s Mountain look like a mole- 
hill — loses his long- 
time position at a no- 
longer-thriving produce 
company just as he and 
his kittenish 60-year- 
old wife, Lily Dale, sink 
their savings into a 
grand new house. They 
are also still reeling 
from the death of their 
only son, who came 
home from World War 
II “without a scratch” 
but, after some years of 
living in Atlanta, inex- 
plicably waded into a 
Florida lake and 
drowned. The young 
man of the title is his 
“roommate,” a probable 
con man with whom 
Lily Dale has been shar- 
ing her grief and large 
chunks of her cash. 

Lily Dale is a won- 
derful character, affect- 
edly feminine but 
dogged. Played with 
touching obtuseness by 
Carlin Glynn, she is so 
determined to reconcile 
Will to the never-seen 
young man that she 
even thrusts him into 
the middle of the tenta- 
tive reconciliation be- 


To Hell with it 


‘Robert Pinsky and the Poets’ 
Theatre enter Dante’s Inferno

ante and Vergil are, we 
understand, not available, 
but in any case you could 
hardly ask for a better 
guide through Hell (or 
Heaven, for that matter) than David Wheel- 
| er, who directed the Theatre Company of 
Boston back in the ’60s and has helmed 
distinguished productions at Trinity Rep 
and the ART. This Wednesday, at Har- 
vard’s Sanders Theatre, under the auspices 
of the Poets’ Theatre, he’ll be directing a 
staging of Robert Pinsky’s fine translation 
of Dante’s Inferno, which came out earlier 
this year, made the bestseller lists, and 
picked up a slew of awards. Hell, of course, 
deserves only the best, and the Poets’ The- 
atre has obliged: the cast will consist of Pin- 
sky himself, Nobel laureate Derek Walcott, 
and playwright/actor Wallace Shawn, plus 
a lady still to be selected. 
So, won't it be hard to get these luminar- 
ies together? “We're asking people to come 
in Tuesday,” Wheeler explains, “and then

David Wheeler did the real work in the 
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tween herself and her husband at the end of 
the play. Always careful to match her formal 
furniture, coiffed-as if she had just stepped 
out of Steel Magnolias, Lily Dale (who has 
appeared in four Foote works) is the 
Southern child-woman par excellence, so 
overprotected and emptyheaded that, 
though sympathetic, she’s cold comfort in a 
crisis. Between her and Will there is a dis- 
tance as vast as their new living room. He 
talks to his men friends; she talks to the 
maid. 

There are some other amusing foils, 
among them Lily Dale’s live-in stepfather, 
who wanders the domestic skirmish-front 
in a sort of stonefaced fluster; eventually he 
gets a con man of his own, like Lily Dale’s a 
callow connection to lost kin. But The 
Young Man from Atlanta is about Will, the 
aging all-American optimist running short 
of spunk and illusions. And Waite, his face 
a squinty mask of consternation, imbues 
him with a boyish, bullheaded, palpably pe- 
tering strength. 

Having been lost, as it turns out, in a 
plush haze of enthusiasm and confidence, 
Will must face difficult truths about himself 
and the grandiose model on which he has 
built not just his house but his life. Yet he 
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clings, with Chekhovian fierceness, to the 
notion that “everything is going to be all 
right” if only he can continue to work and 
to consume. Enough of a pragmatist to ac- 
cept, eventually, his limited professional op- 
tions, he also, unlike Lily Dale, acknowl- 
edges that the son he knew so little, prefer- 
ring to cast him in his own image, was a 
suicide. But there are things about the son 
— who in all probability not only was a ho- 
mosexual but supported a hustler — that 
he refuses to know. That’s why he won’t 
talk to the young man from Atlanta. 

What I appreciate about Foote is the deli- 
cacy, amid the patness, of all this. The 
Young Man from Atlanta is a little creaky, 
but it’s much too seemly to have its homo- 
sexual son munched by cannibals, a la Sud- 
denly Last Summer. Foote has been called a 
minimalist (though Southern minimalist 
seems an oxymoron). And indeed, there is a 
genteel air of not-much-going-on here. But 
the play is less benign than it seems. As its | 
carefully observed characters go about their 
business, following the black maid to the 
dining room to be waited upon, paying 
their courtesy calls, serving up their exposi- 
tion and eccentricities, politely praying and 
preying, falling through the cracks of one 
another’s needs, you sense America begin- 
ning to teeter like Will Kidder. Certainly 
Young Man, though it doesn’t hammer the 
point, presents little that’s hopeful in its 
younger generation shifty snakes who 
have to take their cliché’d sob stories on the 
road to find someone old, innocent, or 
dumb enough to tumble. 

As a period piece, the production at the 
Huntington — which is headed for 
Houston and then Broadway — is exem- 
plary. The brightly lit, gold-hued Kidder 
parlor conveys the chasms between its 
occupants and the insubstantial splendor 
of its own construction. The costumes, 
particularly Lily Dale’s, are spot-on. And 
the performances, under Peter Master- 
son’s deftly detailed direction, capture the 
laconic cadence of the time and place, as 
well as the strains beneath the surface. 
Particularly effective are James Pritchett 
as subtly befuddled stepfather Pete, 
whom Will and Lily Dale push back and 
forth between them like a shuffleboard 
disc, and Michael Lewis as Pete’s slightly 
sinister Eddie Haskell of a “great 
nephew.” 

It is a tribute to Glynn that her Lily Dale 
keeps her head above caricature; there is 
something sad about a woman so desperate 
for comforting lies. And Waite climbs from 
folksiness to Robardsian heights as the ail- 
ing Will. I, for one, am grateful to the 
Huntington for this introduction to Foote, a 
miniaturist whose more satiric brushstrokes 
are shaded by his tender mercies. Q 








up and see it, and we were all very excited, 
and then at the last minute he couldn’t.” 
And Pinsky? “I’ve heard him read, and | 
heard the line and the impulse and the flow. 
Actually he was auditioning, he said: ‘I 
don’t want to do this if I can’t pass 
muster,’ ” 

Don’t think, though, that this evening is 
just being tossed together. Wheeler and 
Pinsky have spent many hours figuring out 
which sections to present, which have the 
most power. A few weeks ago in Houston 
Pinsky’s entire Inferno was offered; it ran 
some five hours, with people drifting in and 
out and some staying for the duration. The 
Boston production will be more modest, 
running about an hour and 45 minutes. 
Originally, Wheeler says, Pinsky was think- 
ing only an hour. “But he had the knowl- 
edge of the piece, and I encouraged him to 
stretch it out. I suggested three men and 
one woman. On almost every page you'll 
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casting the readers and selecting what they would read. 
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hear all four voices — we spent a good deal 
of time weighing how the voices should go. 
I found him a wonderful collaborator, he 
has a luminous mind and a sure sense of 
what’s necessary.” 

Wheeler explains that they didn’t al- 
ways select entire cantos — which makes 
sense, since much of Dante’s masterpiece 
is rooted in Tuscan history and really 
needs footnotes. But you can expect to 
find your favorites: Paolo and Francesca, 
who fall in love while reading about 
Lancelot and Guinevere and then are 
killed by Francesca’s husband; Dante’s 
old teacher, Brunetto Lattini; and Count 
Ugolino, who may or may not have eaten 
his children before starving to death. You 
may even hear a bit of the original: 
Wheeler is thinking of throwing in the 
opening “Nel mezzo di cammin del nos- 
tro vita” (“Midway through the course of 
our life”), or the famous line above the 
portal of Hell that he sees in Canto III, 
“Lasciate ogne speranza, voi ch’intrate” 
(“Abandon all hope, you who enter 
here”). Since rehearsals haven’t started, 
there’s no telling what he may come up 
with. 

Still, in this kind of production, what is 
there for the director to do? “Very little,” 
Wheeler says, with becoming modesty. 
“We can still switch some of the voices. 
But the director is the first audience, a 
strongly interested audience. Harold Pin- 
ter will never direct his own play for the 
first time, he wants that first director to 
come from the audience.” 

And don’t forget that this is an illustrated 
Dante. Michael Mazur’s sulfurous 
monochromes added to the success of the 
translation; they'll be projected at Sanders, 
and you won’t just be seeing what was in 
the book — he’s made some new ones. Put 
Mazur together with Wheeler, Pinsky, Wal- 
cott, and Shawn and you have a helluva 
show. Q

azing was alive and well 
on college campuses of 
the 1960s. The tu- 
multuous advent of 
Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf? let it be known that the ritual bul- 
lying, humiliating, and force-feeding of 
liquor extended to faculty as well as stu- 
dents. In its author’s word a “walpurgis- 
nacht” for the professorial set, the play 
debuted in 1962 when Albee, hithertofore 
known for a few one-acts, was 34. And it 
immediately bought him a condo in the 
pantheon with O'Neill, Williams, and 
Miller. The play was, and remains, a bril- 
liantly bubbling concoction of vitriol and 
compassion — though at the Merrimack 
Rep, in what is a pungent revival, it could 
do to be boiled down to under three 
hours. 

Old campus hands George and Martha 
— whom Albee acknowledges may have 
been named for the father and Big Mama 
of our country — are visited in the wee 
hours by brave new prof Nick (who takes 
his moniker from Nikita Khrushchev) 
and his simpy spouse, whose only stated 
name is Honey. George represents Histo- 
ry, the department in which he is, accord- 
ing to his disappointed harridan of a wife, 
a “bog.” Nick, an incoming hotshot to 
the biology department, represents the 
threat of a future in which learning from 
the past may be replaced by genetic engi- 
neering — the early-’60s talk of which is 
downright quaint. But if that’s all Who’s 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf? were about, Al- 
bee would not have had to spend the 30 
years in its wake attempting, with in- 
creasing bitterness, to create another 
such monumental wave. The surf was fi- 
nally up with the 1994 Pulitzer-winning 
Three Tall Women, which recently 
launched its national tour in Boston. 





Albee, who was in town to publicize 
Three Tall Women, reminded the press 
that, whatever tricks memory plays, 
the new play is the first of his to 
garner universal acclaim. And he 
isn’t just referring to the shock fac- 
tor that kept Virginia Woolf?, a 
harrowing portrait of self-destruc- 
tive love, from garnering the 
Pulitzer. The truth is that, as was 
duly noted amid the initial hosan- 
nas for the work, its third act — 
which is built on the tenuous de- 
vice of George and Martha’s fanta- 
sy offspring, who is killed off in a 
weird rite of vengeance and purga- 
tion — does not live up to its hilar- 
iously corrosive, heavyweight-bat- 
tling first two. When I saw the play 
last, in the Cambridge Theatre 
Company staging that starred Sally 
Kellerman, I blamed the actors, 
good though they were, for lacking 
the chops to go the distance. I 
think now that the arch poeticism 
of the protracted final scene is a 
difficult row to hoe. 

Which is not to say that the Mer- 
rimack staging doesn’t strut talent 
in spades. Chez George and 
Martha is a stately/slovenly affair, 
a jumble of bookish and booze-ish 
clutter, with enough depth and 
crannies for director David G. 
Kent to vary the stage picture with 
each jocular go at the jugular. But 
if the staging is artful, it’s also im- 
mediate — the violence is lurch- 
ingly, spittingly realistic, and the 
Spanish-tinged pas de deux for 
Nick and Martha, all articulated 
bumps and grinds, practically re- 
quires a condom. 

The cast, too, is able, with a 
black-wigged Karen MacDonald 
taking the proven Liz Taylor road 
as Martha but throwing in some 
saucy, sarcastic fillips of her own. 
Moreover, she’s vulgar without 
seeming to mix testosterone into all 
that gin; underneath the braying 
(which MacDonald does excellent- 
ly), the slit-eyed surliness, the 
vamping, and the William F. Buck- 
ley-meets-Roseanne verbal castra- 
tion is daddy’s little Linda Blair 
waiting for the priest. 

In the less flashy role of George, 
Doug Stender has silky timing 
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purrs pleasantly of the imaginary son, 
“Martha being a cyclops”). And for all 
the rumpled sweater and frumpy mous- 
tache, he is not a wimp — you know 
when he plants his feet toward the end of 
act two, before launching into an urbane 
laugh that is also a rasping keen, that he 
will bring Martha to her knees, the better 
to embrace her. 

As Honey, Denise Cormier sports a 
perfect Mary Tyler Moore flip, as well as 
an addled innocence that can be quite 
funny. And as she descends into her 
brandy stupor, she becomes increasingly 
loose-limbed; it’s as if she’d been simulta- 
neously disillusioned and deboned. As for

Peter Bradbury, he is a near-perfect Nick, 
capturing the character’s calculating prep- 
py smugness as well as his discomfort at 
having wandered into the Colosseum ap- 
parently thinking it was cartoon instead of 
Christian-mauling night. Convincing as a 
control freak up to his panic button in 
liquor, he is confident, and condescending 
even in his soddenness. 

Director Kent has chosen to draw out 
the play’s subdued and stylized third act, 
turning a purgative coda into a studied, 
almost schmaltzy tone poem that is diffi- 
cult for the actors to sustain. For most of 
its excessive length, though, this Virginia 
Woolf is as right as acid rain. QO

ot even Susan Sontag, the 
form’s guru, thought camp 
a many-splendored thing. 
But the late Charles Lud- 
lam’s drag versions of liter- 
ary classics pay homage to.the passion. of the 








originals while spoofing their sexual hang- 
ups and old-fart contrivances. Ludlam’s 
gender-benders imply that the only way 
modern audiences will accept female mar- 
tyrs like Medea or Camille is as tortured 
drag queens. By contrast, Ludlam’s prolific 
follower, Charles Busch, takes on smaller 
targets — pop culture and celebrityhood — 
and garners more modest satiric payoffs. 
Busch’s scripts, filled with deliberately dumb 
one-liners and baby-boomer references to 
Love American Style, have plenty of giggly 
mania but no anarchistic message: his come- 
dies are camp gone cuddly. 

I wanted to get this finger-wagging out 
of the way, because Raven Theatrical, 
which is apparently dedicating itself to 
Busch’s oeuvre (the troupe’s already pulled 
off a successful production of Psycho Beach 
Party and plans to stage Times Square An- 
gel in December), drums up some exhila- 
rating fun in this evening of Busch one- 
acts, which premiered in New York in 1986 





and went on to enjoy a long Off Broadway 
run. 

Sleeping Beauty, or Coma spoofs the 
swinging fashion world of London in the 
"60s, charting a young fashion model’s rise 
to fame, tumble into obscurity, and resurrec- 
tion by the new-age con artists of the 80s. 
Vampire Lesbians of Sodom tramps on 
cheapo horror films, but it’s really about two 
immortal megabitches dueling across the 
centuries for the blood of virgins and show- 
biz celebrity, with some particularly nasty 
barbs thrown at Julie Andrews (eerily 
prophetic of her recent return to Broadway 
in Victor/Victoria, as a woman playing a man 
playing a woman) and Carol Burnett. The 
astonishing highlight of the piece, however, 
is a hilarious takeoff on a stiff-as-a-board 
Lauren Bacall croaking her way — with the 
help of flouncing chorus boys — through a 
geriatric rendition of Madonna’s “Like a 
Virgin.” 

Of the two, Sleeping Beauty detonates 
the most giggles, partly because the horror 
genre has been so completely trashed else- 
where, partly because the cast seem to have 
more fun sashaying around in glittery 
miniskirts, doing the swim, wearing Beatle 
wigs, enacting bad acid trips, and telling 
one another to “take a personality suppres- 
sant.” The stylized, incoherent script is 
meant to evoke the jittery direction of 
Richard Lester. But its self-conscious can- 
nibalization of pop culture anticipates the 
eclectic world of Pulp Fiction, albeit with- 
out the sexuality or violence. As with 
Quentin Tarantino, it’s hard to tell whether 





Busch is warning us against excess or rev- 
eling in it. Anyway, the production’s cos- 
tumes are a hallucinogenic hoot and the ac- 
tors are high-spirited, sometimes to the 
point of sloppiness. Director Kevin Fen- 
nessy knows how to maintain a fast pace 
— now he has to keep his performers un- 
der control. John Kuntz stands out as Fau- 
na Alexander, a fashion designer who re- 
acts to each crisis with deadpan soap-opera 
aplomb. 

Maybe Vampire Lesbians of Sodom, 
which follows, drags because a little of 
Busch’s silliness goes a long way. Here the 
laughs seem incidental to the blood-suck- 
ing plot, which leaps from ancient times to 
the present. Among the cast, Ken Mason 
scores as the virgin screeching “Break my 
hymen!” to the lunkhead guards dragging 
her off as supper for the Succubus — and 
as Madeleine Astarté, a badly aged vam- 
pire who headlines on the Vegas strip, 
again singing “Like a Virgin.” Maureen 
Keiller is not quite Mason’s witchy match 
as the Succubus, though she throws a 
killer snit. 

It doesn’t help Vampire Lesbians that 
Busch flirts with misogyny. Here, as else- 
where, he embraces gay stereotypes but nev- 
er really tackles — even. in a spirit of satire 
— issues of sexuality. In fact, the writer 
plays it so safe, so superficial, that both these 
sex comedies seem neutered — his charac- 
ters aren’t lustful but simply loony.

laude Lelouch’s Les Mis- 
érables is this fall’s sec- 
ond film to open with a 
credit saying it’s “freely 
adapted from” a classic 


| novel. Unlike The Scarlet Letter, this Les 
| Mis makes no pretense at all of being a re- 
| make. Rather, it’s a semi-autobiographical 
| epic set among the fugitive Jews and 
| French Resistance fighters of World War 
| Il that is a worthy tribute to Victor Hugo’s 


novel and its continuing hold over our 


| imagination. 


As one of the characters in the film likes 


| to point out, there are only two or three 


narratives in the human library, so the idea 
that Les Misérables could recur in our own 
era (the film spans the years from 1900 to 


| 1950) is not so far-fetched, though 
| Lelouch belabors the parallels. Still, when 
| one character says, “These times are the 

most miserable of all,” referring to World 
| War II but also to the 20th century, it’s 
| hard not to agree. 


Lelouch’s primary asset in his retelling is 
the back-from-the-where-are-they-now-file 
Jean-Paul Belmondo as the Jean Valjean 
character, here named Henri Fortin. Now 
62, Belmondo hardly seems the glamorous

Gallic Bogart of the ’60s. Here, his iconic 
but weatherbeaten face seems to reflect a 
lifetime of toil and hard knocks, a face fur- 
rowed with ditches as deep and dirt-filled 
as Hugo’s sewers. Belmondo walks around 
in a state of perpetual sad-eyed wounded- 
ness without ever 
losing Fortin’s ca- 
sual dignity. 

In the story’s 
prologue, we 
learn that 
Fortin’s father 
(also played by 
Belmondo) was 
imprisoned in 
1900 for a mur- 
der he didn’t 
commit. The 
young Fortin and 
his mother find 
work with a 
stingy couple 
who run an inn 
(shades of Fan- 
tine, Cosette, and 
the Thenardiers). 
The boy grows 
up to become a 
champion boxer. 
By the 1930s, 
though, his box- 
ing career is 
over, and the ag- 
ing Fortin uses 
his ox-like 
strength as a 
mover; he even 
lifts a piano, as 
Jean Valjean lift- 
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ed a carriage, to save a man trapped un- 
derneath. 

During the Nazi occupation, the Jewish 
Ziman family — lawyer André (Michel 
Boujenah), his ballerina wife (Balanchine 
dancer Alessandra Martines), and young 
daughter Salome (the stand-in for 
Lelouch himself, played by his daughter 
Salome) — hire Fortin to smuggle them 
to safety near the Swiss border. On the 
journey, the illiterate Fortin gets André to 
read passages from Les Misérables to him, 
and Lelouch dramatizes these scenes, too, 
with Belmondo as Hugo’s Jean Valjean. 

The escape plan goes awry, as Fortin 
encounters his own Javert, and the three 
family members are separated for the 
rest of the war without knowing whether 
the others remain alive. The Zimans 
meet their own Thenardiers among the 
Nazis and the French peasants. Later, 
the selfless Fortin will be taken for a 
criminal, and he will help a real resis- 
tance fighter named Marius during the 
D-Day invasion. 

Lelouch makes sure you can’t miss the 
parallels between his story and Hugo’s; 
the self-aware characters are constantly 
pointing them out. This Pirandellian 
Cliffs Notes approach might be useful to 
those who have never read the book (or 
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seen the musical or the many movie ver- 
sions, whose clips Lelouch liberally bor- 
rows from), but even to them, the count- 
less allusions may begin to seem like a 
running joke. 

That joke almost makes sense, however, 
when seen through the eyes of Boujenah’s 
Ziman. At first he seems a comic figure, a 
stereotypical caricature of a moneyed, ef- 
fete, unmasculine Jewish man. His is the 
shoulder-shrugging sensibility, the black- 
comic defensive posture of Jews for eons. 
When he recognizes the parallels between 
his family’s story and Les Misérables, he 
notes that one of those two or three end- 
lessly repeated stories is the persecution of 
the Jews. He likens anti-Semitism to a hus- 
band who blames his wife for his own im- 
potence. Boujenah locates the pathos at Zi- 
man’s core and transforms it into a surpris- 
ing kind of heroism. 

That is perhaps the other lesson of 
Lelouch’s palimpsest of this often-told 
tale. Fortin and the Zimans do find the 
strength to defy and transcend the fates 
that the cosmic novelist (or Lelouch) has 
written for them. And no matter how 
many times, or in how many variations, 
the story is retold, it still has the power to 
outrage with its injustice, or stir with its | 
valor and compassion.

n a poignant scene in Jodie Fos- 
ter’s funny and infuriating Home 
for the Holidays, Henry (Charles 
Durning), head of the Larson 
family, laments that the 10 sec- 
onds that were the happiest moment in 


| his life were not recorded. By the end of 


the movie, they are. For a film that is 
partly about how the transient moments 
of meaning and joy in our lives are im- 
possible to express and preserve, Home 
spends a lot of time cashing in on them in 
the debased currency of sentimentality, 


| cliché, and platitudes. Fortunately, the 
laughs far outnumber the teary hugs, the 
performers bring grit and truth to their 


sometimes stereotypical roles, and Jodie 
Foster — no doubt chastened by the

mawkish absurdities of her performance 
in Nell — directs with crisp timing and a 
bracing balance of black humor, farce, 
pathos, and dignity. 

Based on a 1990 Boston Phoenix article 
by Chris Radant, Home is a story, for bet- 
ter and worse, that many of us can identi- 
fy with. In self-exile in Chicago, Claudia 
(Holly Hunter) must endure the annual 
pilgrimage back home to the suburbs of 
Baltimore for Thanksgiving. It’s a ritual

of familial mutual laceration that she 
dreads, but her own life is such a sham- 
bles that dinner with the folks almost 
seems a refuge. 

In a somewhat pat litany, she loses her 
job as a museum art restorer (photogra- 
pher Lajos Koltai gets to show his stuff 
with a dazzling close-up montage of her 
touching up a canvas with egg tempura), 
loses her decorum when she passionately 
kisses her sixtysomething ex-boss, is told 
by daughter Kitt (Claire Danes literally 
phoning in her role) that she plans to lose 
her virginity while Claudia is away, and 
then loses her coat in the airport. The 
comic mishaps, down to the garrulous 
boor in the seat next to her on the flight 
and the gridlock at the airport when she 
lands, are predictable but paced pertly, 
and Hunter makes a witty and sympathet- 
ic sufferer. 

Claudia’s chaotic departure is just a 
placid set-up compared to the barrage of 
familiar, dysfunctional family types that fol- 
lows. Mom Adele (Anne Bancroft) is a mo- 
tormouthed, chainsmoking meddler in a 
bad wig; dad 
Henry is a easy- 
going oddball 
(he likes to 
wash the neigh- 
bors’ cars) the 
size of the Graf 
Spee zeppelin; 
older sister 
Joanne (Cynthia 
Stevenson) is a 
profoundly sta- 
ble and unhappy 
housewife with 
two rude chil- 
dren and Steve 
Guttenberg as a 
husband; and 
younger brother 
Tommy (Robert 
Downey  Ir., 


who seems under the influence of more 
than method acting) is a frenetic prankster 
(he likes to snap pictures of sister “Clyde” 
in various stages of undress) who is gay in 
every sense of the word. And, of course, 
there is the dotty maiden aunt, Glady 
(Geraldine Chaplin), who likes to give peo- 
ple ugly lamps. 

Not that any conflict is needed to set 
this nest of common oddities rattling, but 
the plot, such as it is, involves the fate of 
Tommy’s absent longtime companion and 
the identity of his mystery guest, Leo Fish 
(Dylan McDermott). The film’s real ten- 
sion, however, lies in the performers’ ef- 
forts to animate their sit-com characters, 
and Foster’s struggle to inject the laugh- 
ter with the requisite tears. An example of 
the triumph of the former is Chaplin’s 
Glady. True, she does serve as the butt of 
some cheap humor (she breaks wind 
without comment in a car full of people 
in one subtle moment) but she carries her 
eccentricity with such blithe inspiration 
that it transcends caricature. So too does 
Durning as dad — dogged, crusty, and 
daft, he plays the perfect accompaniment 
to Glady when she hums “From the Halls 
of Montezuma.” 

With such talent to work with and by 
orchestrating their performances in an Alt- 
man-like overlapping ensemble, Foster al- | 
most escapes Home without bathos. A 
scene in which Glady interrupts dinner | 
with a monologue about her erotic long- 
ings for Henry decades after a chaste kiss 
passes from hilarity to horror to near 
tragedy within a few moments. It’s a mas- 
terpiece of tone and timing, unlike the | 
scene a moment later when the turkey flies 
into Joanne’s lap, or the inescapable 
clinches of reconciliation and inevitable 
parent-child pow-wows of world wisdom. 
Like the experience of the title, Home for 
the Holidays is familiar but somehow new, 
something dreaded but a lot better than 
expected.

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Exploring human identity in 
the Boston Jewish Film Festival

he unveiling of the Holo- 
caust Memorial at Govern- 
ment Center a few weeks 
ago has quietly reminded us 
of the horrible result a his- 
tory of persecution can have on a culture 
and its people. Boston’s seventh annual 
Jewish Film Festival also makes it clear, 
in its different ways, that this kind of suf- 
fering is a hereditary thing and can be al- 
leviated only through recognition and un- 





| derstanding. Certainly Freud would say 


that the best course is to talk about the 
pain. And so the voices of this year’s 34 
filmmakers are concerned primarily with 
questions of identity, belonging, and tol- 
erance. 

The festival opens next Thursday at 8 
at the MFA with the Boston premiere of 
the haunting, surreal Sh’chur. This con- 
troversial film captured most of the Is- 
raeli Oscars last year — and provoked a 
heated debate about the difficulties faced 
by the Sephardic Jews of North Africa 
and Middle East in assimilating with the 
Eastern European Ashkenazi Jews who 
form the majority in Israel. Laden with 
symbolism and intriguing ritual, Sh’chur 
(it’s a Moroccan word for white magic) is 
based on the autobiographical story of 
Hana Azoulay Hasfari’s journey home for 
her father’s funeral. On the way, she con- 
fronts her past and the clash between the 
Sephardic mystical traditions that her 
mother (Gilga Almagor) and half-mad 
sister (Ronit Alkabetz) practiced to hold 
the ailing family together and the danger 
from her blind father’s crippling religious 
control. Alkabetz and director Shmuel 
Hasfari will be present at a reception fol-

lowing the screening. 
The schism between the Sephardic and 
Ashkenazi communities — not to mention 
socialism, Zionism, and the pressures of be- 
ing young — is examined in director Guita 
Schyfter’s Like a Bride (November 12, 8:30 
p.m., Coolidge Corner). This is an engag- 
ing story about two Jewish girls coming of 
age amid the turbulence of Mexico City 
during the 1960s, and the anxiety their re- 
bellious attitudes cause their families. Also 
set in the 60s, To See Paris and Die 
(November 11, 7:15 p.m., Coolidge Cor- 
ner) is Alexander Proshkin’s dark, powerful 
look at self-loathing and anti-Semitism in a 
communal apartment in Moscow. Tatyana 
Vasilyeva won a Rus- 
sian Oscar for her 
tragic portrayal of a 
mother desperately 
trying to conceal her 
son’s Jewish heritage 
while battling her own 
creeping paranoia and 
her belief that it is a 
curse to be a Jew. 
Both Schyfter and 
Proshkin will be pre- 
sent for the screen- 
ings of their films. 
Probably the most 
enjoyable entry this 
year is the comfort- 
ably moody and at- 
mospheric September 
Songs: The Music of 
Kurt Weill (Novem- 
ber 18, 7 p.m., Brat- 
tle). This tribute to 
the famous German 
composer’s music 
celebrates the magic 
of life even under the 
most unhappy cir- 
cumstances, with 
performances by Lou 
Reed, Elvis Costello, 
Betty Carter, and PJ 
Harvey, plus an un- 
forgettable rendition 
of “Mack the Knife” 
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“Young Voices” program follows that 
evening (at 9 p.m.), featuring a series of 
shorts by filmmakers attempting to deal 
with the pain, loss, and denial they have 
inherited from their parents who survived 
World War II. Claudia Silver’s “Kalama- 
zoo,” starring Wallace Shawn, offers a re- 
freshing dose of humor that comes across 
like a Philip Roth—scripted episode of 
Friends. 

Also not to be missed is “The Shvitz” 
(November 12, 6:30 p.m., Coolidge Cor- 
ner), a humorous and intimate look at the 
few remaining Russian-Jewish steambaths 
in Coney Island. Director Jonathan 
Berman’s documentary goes inside these 
disappearing oases held together by a won- 
derful brand of community; if anything 
could ever make you ever want join a group 
of naked, sweaty, old men, this is it. 

Two other light and pleasant shorts are 
“When Shirley Met Florence” and “Mme 
Jacques sur la croisette” (November 19, 
2 p.m., Brattle). “Shirley” tells the story 
of two elderly Jewish women, one gay 
and the other straight, who grew up to- 
gether in a Polish ghetto; it describes 
how their wonderful relationship evolved 
throughout their lives. “Mme Jacques” 
shows that something as simple as a 
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blossoming romance between two Holo- 
caust survivors can enable them to forget 


their past for a while and think of the fu- | 


ture. 

One of the more chilling entries is Micha X. 
Peled’s investigation of the fundamentalist 
Jewish settlers living in the West Bank town of 
Hebron, where Arabs outnumber them 200 to 
one. “Inside God’s Bunker” (November 16, 6 
p.m., MFA) takes us into their enclave during 
the months leading up to the 1994 massacre of 
29 Arab worshippers at the Tomb of the 
Saints. We’re also afforded a harrowing 
glimpse into militant schools, where children 
are encouraged to enact violence against Arabs 
and to condemn the Israeli government. 

But the festival’s most controversial and 
disturbing documentary is Profession: Neo- 





Nazi (November 19, 4:30 p.m., Brattle), by | 


Winfried Bonengel. We’re introduced to 28- 
year-old Ewald Althans on the political trail as 
he raises lots of moffey, gives pep-talks to 
German mercenaries in Croatia, and tries to 
convince visitors to Auschwitz that the gas 
chambers were really bath houses. At first this 
film was banned by the German government 
for being Nazi propaganda. After scrutiny 
German and Jewish leaders urged that it be 
shown in order to increase public awareness 
of the growing fascist movement. 0

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THE DOOM GENERATION 


With The Doom Generation, “Queer New 
Wave” cinema maven Gregg Araki (direc- 
tor of gay cult flicks Totally F***ed Up

Doom’s grim message about freedom 
and tolerance gives it more depth than its 
recent “Gen X” counterparts.

GOLD DIGGERS 


Like most female buddy movies, Gold 
Diggers offers two cute girls bonding 
through their adventures — which seems 
a defensive measure given how unlikely, 
contrived, and boring those adventures 
are.

TOTAL ECLIPSE 


In Europa Europa, Olivier Olivier, and A 
Secret Garden, Agnieszka Holland uncov- 
ers the poetry beneath the disorder and 
folly of everyday lives. In Total Eclipse, 
she uncovers the disorder and folly in the 





lives of poets. Arthur Rimbaud and Paul 
Verlaine were two of the most influential 
and visionary French poets of the 19th 
century, but you’d never guess that from 
this story of their brief, self-destructive 
lave affair. 

Adapted by Christopher Hampton from 
his play, Eclipse is from the drink-a-lot- 
and-be-an-asshole school of artistic inspi- 
ratidn. As Rimbaud and Verlaine, Leonar- 
do DiCaprio and David Thewlis bring 
their substantial talents to bear on meticu- 
lously re-creating characters who appar- 
ently have no redeeming features. Rim- 
baud literally pisses on his fellow poets, 
rags on Verlaine because of his looks, po- 
etry, and marriage (Romane Bohringer, as 
Verlaine’s wife, is in every sense of the 
word cruelly used), and feverishly jots 
down verses. Verlaine drinks absinthe, 
grovels before Rimbaud, sets his wife on 
fire, and apologizes. 

On the rare occasion that Holland ig- 
nites the screen with a visionary image, 
we do get a sense of what all the uproar is 
about. In one scene Rimbaud comes 
across a dead Prussian soldier, a red-clad 
god on a green field looking like Byron in 
a swoon. “It was then,” he recalls, “that I 
realized I wanted to become everything.” 
In Eclipse he could start out by becoming 
a human being. At the Nickelodeon, the 
Harvard Square, and the West Newton 
and in the suburbs.

A VAMPIRE IN BROOKLYN 

Will half-human, half-vampiress Angela 
Bassett turn to the dark side? Will Eddie 
Murphy deliver a funny line? The ques- 
tions Vampire in Brooklyn raises will keep 
you on the edge of your seat, just dying to 
leave the theater.

POWDER 

A movie caught between genres: it wants 
to be The Man Who Fell to Earth but ends 
up as Attack of the Killer Tomatoes. Sean 
Patrick Flanery plays Powder, a boy with 
no hair, snow-white skin, and a tempera- 
ment to match, rather like a bald Michael 
Jackson, or something from an early Star 
Trek episode. Given that he was brought 
up in a cellar, Powder is surprisingly ar- 
ticulate and has impeccable manners and 
fashion sense. He also turns out to have 
telekinetic powers and a superhuman IQ. 
In short, he’s everyone’s worst nightmare: 
a teenager who really does know it all. At 
times Casper, at other times a male Car- 
rie, he can be pure thought or an avenger 
who fucks up abusive thugs with the 
twitch of a non-eyebrow.

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creaming Life isn’t really a 
chronicle of the Seattle music 
scene — that collision of 
time and place and sound 
' from which a young song- 
writer named Kurt Cobain emerged to 
change the rock world. But photographer 
Charles Peterson’s book does trace the 
Seattle scene’s history, starting 10 years 
ago with bands like the U-Men and 
Green River and continuing on to the 
days of Nirvana, Pearl Jam, and 
Soundgarden. 

Peterson started as an inspired amateur 
and within a decade — side by side with 
the bands he photographed — grew into 
a maverick professional. His gritty images 
— of sweaty mosh-pit loads of kids 
writhing to the raw sounds of those who 
would be stars, bands playing on stages 
small enough to fit in the back of a Nis- 
san pick-up — helped define the aesthet- 
ic that came to be known as grunge. His 
camera was there when Soundgarden’s 
shirtless Chris Cornell struck the Christ- 
like pose that ended up on Louder Than 
Love, when Cobain tumbled backward 
into the drumkit at Raji’s in 1990, when 
Matt Lukin and Mark Arm of Mudhoney 
decided to piss in the sinks at Bristol 
University. His photographs captured 
more than just. the look of Seattle; they 
hinted at the volume, the intensity, the 
speed, and even the smells and the atti- 
tude that hung like cigarette-smoke 
clouds in the air that Cobain, Cornell, 
Lukin, and Arm breathed. 

As Nirvana biographer Michael Azer- 
rad points out in his preface to Screaming 
Life (which is subtitled A Chronicle of the 
Seattle Music Scene), Peterson — along 
with the artists, the SubPop label, and 
producer Jack Endino — was part of the 
vital formula that made Seattle the right 
place at the right time. Like the bands he 
photographed, Peterson began his career 
as a fan of largely ignored homegrown 
post-punk in a city with a tight-knit club 
scene. One of the first images in Scream- 
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ing Life is an audience shot taken at a 
1983 Replacements show — Beat Hap- 
pening’s Heather Lewis, Kill Rock Stars’ 
Slim Moon, and Mark Arm, Alex 
Shumway, and Steve Turner of Green - 
River are all clearly visible in the audi- 
ence. 

“I wasn’t seriously photographing 
shows at that point,” explains Peterson 
via phone from his Seattle studio. “I was 
more interested in taking pictures of my 
friends. And as time went on, nobody re- 
ally realized what was happening. The 
scene was all of like 20 or 30 people. | 
was living with Mark from Mudhoney 
when he started Green River. So when 
they needed photographs for their record, 
they asked me and that was my first real 
photo shoot.” 

Peterson photographed Green River — 
future Pearl Jam founders Jeff Ament and 
Stone Gossard, as well as Mudhoney’s 
Mark Arm and Steve Turner — posed in 
front of a white backdrop in ’85 for their 
Homestead debut. That unexceptional 
shot is included in Screaming Life. But 
it’s with the photograph of the group that 
Peterson took a year later, the one Sub- 
Pop used as the publicity shot for Dry As 
a Bone, that Peterson’s defining aesthetic 
took shape. He caught the band in mid 
set and, using an old trick that involves 
leaving the shutter open and then having 
the flash go off, produced the blurred im- 
age of a grungy outfit in action. The re- 
sult communicated the bristling sonic 
fury of what would later be labeled the 
Seattle sound, and it framed the band as 
anything but pretty-boy rock stars. 

“The bands themselves just posed in 
front of a backdrop were pretty unassum- 
ing,” he admits. “But live they were in 
their element. The thing about the shows 
then is that they were so high-energy and, 
for lack of a better word, outrageous. 
And the audience was so much a part of 
it. The audience was as wild if not wilder 
than the bands, and I really wanted to 
capture that. Using wide-angle lenses 
helped. I used a flash but I tried not to 
make the shots as static as most flash 
shots are — by using the stage lights to 
blur things and to give the photographs a 
sense of ambiance and movement.” 

Of course, the kind of live photography 
Peterson specialized in has its drawbacks. 
“You know how some musicians go 
through lots of guitars? Well, I’m a little 
like that with cameras. I remember a cou- 
ple of shows that were so hot that I’d 
have to come home and blow-dry out the 
inside of the camera. It was like being in 
the jungle or something. There I would 
be barely able to stand from drinking too 
much, blow-drying out my camera after a 
Mudhoney show at 2 a.m.” 

Still, his persistence put him in a posi- 
tion to capture some of the most arrest- 
ing images that exist of the scene — and 
of Kurt Cobain, who graces the cover of 
Screaming Life in mid tumble, head on 
the ground and feet in the air. “The cover 
photo is sort of my triumph. It sums up 
what I was trying to do with live photog- 
raphy. I really don’t remember how it 
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happened, it was all so fast. I think he 
jumped and landed and fell over and 
pushed himself up with his feet onto his 
shoulders. It was pretty amazing because 
I was working with a camera that didn’t 
have a motor drive. I just happened to 
catch the right moments.” 

The right time at the right place. Un- 
selfconscious spontaneity. That’s what 
made Seattle so special. It wasn’t 
planned. Jt just happened. These days Pe- 
terson has moved beyond live photogra- 
phy to moodier work that, like the striking 
shot of Chris Cornell in the studio, recalls 
Blue Note photographer Francis Wolf. 
“There never will be another Nirvana. 
They came from nowhere and I guess I 
did too. I remember watching Kurt auto- 
graphing the ‘Sliver’ single for somebody 
at a record store and realizing that he was 
autographing a photo of mine. It hit me 
that Nirvana was going to be huge, and it 
was a weird feeling.” 

Peterson took a picture of Cobain that 
day: Kurt huddled in the corner of Bee- 
hive records with a pen in one hand, his 
head in the other, and an overwhelmed, 
almost despairing look on his face. It’s a 
telling image. But I prefer the photograph 
of Kurt smiling on stage in 1992 during 
an unannounced set opening for Mud- 
honey. It was the last time Peterson pho- 
tographed Nirvana live. Q

‘Seattle’s Alice in Chains 
bridge metal and Nirvana

ith its towering inferno 
of roaring guitars, its 
earth-quaking bass 
rumble, and vocals that 
slither like a giant rep- 
| tile across the boulders of a ponderous 
| beat, Alice in Chains (Columbia; due in 
stores November 7) is a triumph for that 
old warhorse heavy metal. Unlike the cur- 
rent crop of alternative-rock genre ben- 
ders, this disc is not a seamless fusion of 
metallic guitars, punk energy, and indus- 
| trial beats. It’s not a cartoonish postmod- 
ern joyride through disco-fied Black Sab- 
bath riffs. It’s not metal-esque in an ironic 
| sort of way. No, it’s just thunderous heavy 
metal: the king of majestic, grinding, 
| head-banging, fist-pumping riff-raff that’s 
meant to be played for the young, alienat- 
ed, Bic-lighter-wielding masses by long- 
haired bands on big Enormodome stages. 

The title of the disc’s behemoth opener, 
| “Grind,” sets the metallic tone with its 
murky yet symphonic reach and morbid 
imagery. “In the darkest hole you’d be 
well advised not to plan my funeral before 
the body dies,” croons a chorus of Layne 
Staley’s voices, one pinched with Axl 
Rose-style arrogance, another grotesquely 
distorted into a low, horrified moan, the 
| rest harmonizing on those baroque inter- 
vals that are one of the band’s calling 
cards. 

Both lyrics and the music are the work 





of guitarist Jerry Cantrell, a man inspired 
by a dreadfully dark muse. His sludgy, 
wah-wah-drenched guitars are the musi- 
cal equivalent of the song’s title — a 
slow-moving grinding of gears that spits 
muddy dirt on the vague image of the liv- 
ing body in the grave. And his foreboding 
lyrics, here and on the two other tracks he 
penned words for (“Heaven Beside You” 
and “Over Now”), are the ones you come 
away remembering. 

Bassist Mike Inez and drummer Sean 
Kinney back Cantrell with a plodding yet 
seductive anti-dance groove. And Staley, 
who wrote the lion’s share of the disc’s 
lyrics (and the music to one tune) finds 
oddly tuneful ways to interact with the 
band’s penchant for minor-key dirges. 
But it’s Cantrell’s guitar that time and 
again provides the irresistible hook, 
climbing out of the claustrophobic murk 
to wrap itself like a snake around a chorus 
or a refrain. The elegant descending riff 
he unleashes in the chorus of “Grind” 
shines against the blackness of the rest of 
the song, drawing you back down into the 
sludge. 

If Dirt, the 1992 disc that cemented Al- 
ice in Chains’ position in the Seattle rock 
elite, was a tortured rumination on the 
woes of heroin, then Alice in Chains 
draws its inspiration from a more varied 
and ambiguous roster of afflictions. Sta- 
ley’s drug addiction and recovery became 
part of the public record in the months 
following Dirt’s release. Rumors about his 
health and habits have persisted, along 
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with concern over the future of the band; 
the latter was fueled by the release earlier 
this year of Mad Season’s Above 
(Columbia), a disc featuring Staley, Pearl 
Jam’s Mike McCready, and Screaming 
Trees’ Barrett Martin. 

Alice in Chains won’t dispel any of 
those rumors, though Staley does seem to 
have taken a break from dealing bluntly 
with his drug experiences in verse. Unfor- 
tunately, he hasn’t found anything equally 
compelling or heartfelt to write about. So 
he pads his lyrics with more yeahs and 
heys than you want to count. (There are, 
however, 10 heys listed on the lyric sheet 
for the pounding “Again” and nine yeahs 
for the more expansive “Shame in You.”) 
And “Nothin’ Song” lives up to its title as 
nothing more than a hastily penned sketch 
of working in the studio with the band, set 
to the disc’s least compelling piece of rif- 
fery. “Began this take at 7:38 . . . wonder 
should I be workin’ so late,” Staley croons 
with a little too much conviction. If noth- 
ing else, it does beat the’ hell out of pam- 
pered rock stars writing songs about slav- 
ing away at a factory. 

Elsewhere Staley weaves a paranoid 
web of anger, frustration, deception, and 
self-loathing that’s just right for his vin- 
dictive voice. “So crazy feel the hate/ 
Yeah, I’ve got years to wait/I know it’s 
not too late/Lending clean hands to: fate” 
is a typical verse from “Head Creeps,” a 
tune that recalls mid-’70s Aerosmith with- 
out the funk. But heavy metal has never 
been about smart lyrics, profound 
thoughts, or even making sense. What 
counts is keying in on that surge of explo- 
sive power that’s unleashed when the right 
power chord collides with a muscular beat 
and a screaming vocalist — the money 
shot. And Alice in Chains have that part of 
the deal down cold. 

Yes, the new disc lacks the profound 
conceptual focus of Dirt, which was, if 
nothing else, a brutally honest look inside 
addiction. But Alice in Chains compen- 
sates with much sharper music. Anyone 
expecting the band to push further in the 
direction of the Jar of Flies EP 
(Columbia) — a post-tour quickie that 
came out early last year and showcased 
the group’s looser, more eclectic side with 
a jazzy swing tune, a couple of acoustic 
interludes, and some melodic pop — is 
apt to be disappointed. Cantrell whips out 
his acoustic for the bluesy intro of “Heav- 
en Beside You,” adds some nice melodic 
textures with chorused guitar on “Shame 
in You,” pulls off a cook, clean, percussive 
lead on the churning “Sludge Factory,” 
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and comes up with an almost Stonesy riff 
for “Over Now.” But mostly the disc 
sticks to building on Dirt’s monolithic 
foundation of hard, pounding rock. 

The alternative revolution, which Alice 
in Chains were briefly thought to be a part 
of, has wreaked some serious havoc on 
heavy metal over the past few years. 
Headbangers’ Ball — the MTV show that 
once served as something of a communal 
stronghold for leather & spandex rockers 
with 25-piece drum kits, towering Mar- 
shall stacks, and those black, fingerless 
gloves that never helped a single metal- 
head keep his grip on reality but sure 
looked cool — is gone. Too many alter- 
na-rock infiltrators — Nirvana for 
starters, and then Soundgarden, Ministry, 
the Rollins Band, White Zombie, and hell, 
Alice in Chains — sneaked into the ball- 
room and stole the show, supplanting 
metal’s waning relevance as teen rebellion 
with some real nihilistic teen spirit. By the 
end, with Guns N’ Roses out of commis- 
sion, Metallica on hiatus, and alterna- 
bands covering Kiss, actual metal bands 
were such a rarity on the show that MTV 
gave host Rikki Rachman and his roster of 
metalists their- walking papers and turned 
the floor over to the new breed of modern 
rockers. 

Alice in Chains survived the sea change 
on a technicality: they were from Seattle 
and they were grungy. But they were also, 
as Gina Arnold puts it in the new SPIN 
Alternative Record Guide, the link be- 
tween Queensryche and Nirvana, between 
the old guard and new rebels. Alice in 
Chains actually started their career as the 
opening act on the 1991 “Clash of the Ti- 
tans” tour, with Slayer, Anthrax, and 
Megadeth. They spent six months on the 
road with Van Halen when Nirvana’s | 
Nevermind was taking the world by storm. 
And then they went on to dominate the 
1993 Lollapalooza tour. 

Queensryche and those “Clash of the 
Titans”. tours are now kind of a joke. And 
sometimes it seems mainstream alterna- 
tive rock is heading in that direction as 
well. But Alice in Chains don’t have to 
worry. They’ve all but burned their bridge 
to alternative rock, and at least until Guns 
N’ Roses or Metallica get it together to 
release an album, they’re practically the 
only band big enough to keep heavy metal 
relevant. Alice in Chains are right where 
they wanted to be when they started in 
1990. With “Clash of the Titans” and Lol- 
lapalooza behind them, they’re now quite 
capable of shaking the rafters of the Enor- 
modome all by themselves. Q

Louder is not better at the 
restored Jordan Hall

ake me when it’s over. 
Tell me the nightmare 
on Gainsborough 
Street was just a ghoul- 
ish pre-Halloween 
prank. Friends who know about such 
things, and whom I trust, have been trying 
to reassure me after the gala concert cele- 
brating the reopening of Jordan Hall — a 
concert hall that for more than 90 years has 
been universally regarded as one of Ameri- 
ca’s acoustical treasures — that the painful 
new sonic glare can be corrected. I won- 
| dered whether the New England Conserva- 
| tory had spent part of its $8.2 million reno- 
vation on acquiring the mysterious bass- 
obliterating concrete slab that was just re- 
moved from under the stage of Carnegie 
| Hall. 
| “We're here for you,” NEC president 
| Laurence Lesser told the glittering black- 
| tie-and-evening-gown audience. The hall it- 
| self is a sight for sore eyes, refurbished back 
to the way it looked when it first opened on 
October 20, 1903. The murky brown ceil- 
ing panels are now off-white, lending a 
warm and spacious creaminess that’s high- 
lighted by the dazzling restored giltwork in- 
terwoven with the newly discovered jade of 
the proscenium. The marbled glass panes 
on the ceiling have been lovingly repaired. 
The ugly valance over the stage has been 
removed and new and more flexible lighting 
has been installed (one selection even had 
| an accompanying light show). The new 
seats are not quite so tilted in the side sec- 
tions, and the springs — as Lesser has been 
quoted — no longer rise up to greet you. 
An elegant street-level elevator affords easy 
access for the handicapped. A crucial water 
fountain has vanished, but there’s a roomier 
ladies’ room (so I’m told) and a new men’s 
room on orchestra level. Even more impor- 
tant, the hall is now silently temperature- 
controlled, which makes this a major new 
venue for concerts in the summer months. 

If anyone will want to hear them. What, 
I keep asking myself, could the restorers 
have done to create such a cold, harsh, 
clear but overly brilliant sound? What hap- 
pened to the hall’s legendary warmth and 
depth? Could cleaning off the dirt, supply- 
ing a new coat of paint, or adding a few 
handrailings make such a difference? Ev- 
erything, we’ve been told, had been done 
with the utmost care, down to replacing 
woodwork with the exact same kind of 
wood. 

But something has gone terribly wrong. 
The shrill opening notes of the trumpet 
sextet playing Daniel Pinkham’s new Fan- 
fare for the Reawakening of Jordan Hall 
could have reawakened the dead spirits of 
the hall’s great past performers (were the 
students merely playing too loud?). The 
second piece — Christopher Rouse’s Bon- 
ham, a tribute to the Led Zeppelin drum- 
mer — was delivered with great panache 
by the NEC Percussion Ensemble, but at 
rock-concert decibels. Then, from the bal- 
cony, the NEC Brass Ensemble blasted out 
two Gabrieli canzoni that were ear-pierc- 
ing even from my seat under the balcony. I 
thought you were supposed to test acous- 
tics by how well you could hear the softest 
playing, not the loudest. What on earth did 
Lesser have in mind by assembling such a 
deafening program? 

Our host for the evening, quarter-of-a- 
million-dollar benefactor Francis W. 
Hatch, reiterated that no face lift was as 
important as preserving the acoustics. He 
even recited a poem he had written for the 
occasion about the “queen” of concert 
| halls and her new tiara, complete with al- 
literative acoustical memories of the “lin- 








gering luminescent afterglow.” Yet he lin- 
gered mostly on the hall’s new attributes. 
He called the new wheelchair access 
“mighty important these days.” (Did it 
used to be less important before getting 
grants depended on it?) 

The piece that could finally tell us what 
we wanted to know about the acoustics

Symphony Orchestra. The woodwinds had 
presence, but the unforgiving acoustics un- 
derlined every flaw in the ensemble — even 
more so in the closing piece, Beethoven’s 
Choral Fantasy. The soloist, international- 
prize-winning NEC undergraduate pianist 
Jong-Hwa Park, a student of Russell Sher- 
man’s, played brilliantly (oh, those oc- 
taves!), with a sparkling combination — es- 
pecially in the long opening solo — of play- 
fulness and grandeur. But with a chorus 
forcing the piano almost to the flowery lip 
of the stage, one never heard a pianissimo 
(were there any all evening?). The chorus 
was too loud, and the violins sounded as if 
they’d just met (which is probably not far 
from the truth). 

A distinguished singer sitting near me 
kept her fingers in her ears during the ca- 
cophonous applause. The sound in the 
house, once pleasantly dampered, is now as 
“hot” as the sound coming from the stage. 
But she also commented that at least a hall 
that’s too “live” is easier to fix than one 
with the opposite problem. Maybe that ugly 
valance at the proscenium really contribut- 
ed to the hall’s warmth and depth (though 
it wasn’t there in 1903). Maybe a century 
of dirt added to the sonic bloom. Maybe the 
acousticians weren’t getting everything they 
asked for. And maybe a few weeks or 
months of shakedown will do the trick (as it 
had this summer at Ozawa Hall). But imag- 
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Gershwin’s “I Got Rhythm,” written that 
same year) delivered with mellowed-out 
abandon. Still’s centenary was a good ex- 
cuse to have this enter the repertoire. 

The acoustics, of course, hadn’t begun to 
be reconsidered yet, but at least representa- 
tives of NEC were acknowledging the prob- 
lems. With the better orchestra, it was both 
clearer and more puzzling what these prob- 
lems are. The sound not only blares, it’s 
also quite uneven. Solo voices suddenly 
stick out. Whole sections (for example cel- 
los and basses) can be loud one minute and 
disappear the next. It also didn’t matter 
quite as much. But even if the problems are 
corrected, is the old Jordan Hall now only a 
memory?

Two weeks earlier, at Sanders Theatre 
(because Jordan Hall wasn’t ready yet), 
Zander opened his Boston Philharmonic 
season with one of their strongest concerts. 
The program was atypical for a heavy Aus- 
tro-German specialist like Zander yet thor- 
oughly exhilarating: three 20th-century 
dance pieces — American, French, and 
Russian — based on popular idioms. 

John Harbison’s Remembering Gatsby is 
a witty yet terrifying foxtrot — the only 
music he’s made public from his forthcom- 
ing opera based on The Great Gatsby, 
which the Metropolitan Opera will produce 
before the end of the millennium (not so far

was a movement from a Boccherini Quin- 
tet, with Yo-Yo Ma joining the NEC Prep 
School’s Amaryllis String Quartet. The 
summer before last, at the opening of Tan- 
glewood’s new Seiji Ozawa Hall (acousti- 
cally supervised by the same company 
called in for Jordan Hall), there was so lit- 
tle bass it was hard to hear Ma’s cello in 
the John Williams Cello Concerto. One 
could certainly make out his unmistakable 
voice in a teasing little cello solo in the 
Boccherini, but it seemed uncommonly 
thin and dry, and the other strings sound- 
ed even thinner. Where was that “lumines- 
cent afterglow”? 

Another star, Wynton Marsalis, played 
with a student jazz ensemble in a couple of 
riveting Thelonious Monk pieces. 
Marsalis, amplified, was the only per- 
former all evening who actually modulated 
his instrument to give it a softer edge. 

What about the singing voice? The 
guinea pig was 1988 NEC graduate Denyce 
Graves, who is now doing Carmen at the 
Met. She sang an aria for another sexpot, 
Dalila (Saint-Saéns’s luscious “Mon coeur 
s’ouvre & ta voix”), but in a style so chaste 
and uninflected, she might have been 
singing “Ave Maria.” And though it was 
clear what voluptuous tones she has,-they 
seemed to exist without air around them, 
the acoustics brightening the higher fre- 
quencies rather than reinforcing the lower 
ones. 

She got no help from conductor Richard 
Hoenich and the relatively unformed NEC

Next night, Benjamin Zander led a bet- 
ter orchestra, the NEC’s teenage Youth 
Symphony, in a free concert, the climax 
of which was the Tchaikovsky First Piano 
Concerto, with Korean-born HaeSun 
Paik (another prizewinning student of 
Russell Sherman’s). It put the recent 
BSO performance (Evgeny Kissin under 
Seiji Ozawa) to utter shame. Paik is a 
power player who never pounds, effort- 
lessly producing volumes that visibly cost 
Kissin considerable exertion. But she can 
also impress you with both her speed and 
her delicacy. With Zander shaping the or- 
chestra around her, she created an atmo- 
sphere, a drama of inner turmoil, rhap- 
sodic ecstasy, and idyllic contemplation. 
Then after flooring us with the 
Tchaikovsky, she returned with an 
exquisite Liszt Petrarch Sonnet as an en- 
core. (NEC has just released a CD of the 
concerto with these same forces made on 
tour in Buenos Aires.) 

The evening began with a tight, dra- 
matic Coriolan Overture (performed, 
along with the Tchaikovsky, by last year’s 
players) and (with this year’s players) the 
Boston premiere of William Grant Still's 
Afro-American Symphony (1930), a 
quirkily loose-limbed, bluesy, jazzy piece 
(the animated fast movement quotes 


away). It’s party-music-with-cataclysm, a | 
dance tune for the end of a world (like Rav- 
el’s La valse), in this case both the 1920s 
and the entire 20th century. 

Then the increasingly stupendous 
Stephen Drury played Ravel’s Piano Con- 
certo in G, which also owes Gershwin 
bigtime. It’s not possible anyone has 
played the solo part more flawlessly or 
with more beautiful tone. The harder the 
technical challenges, the more subtle the 
colorations Drury creates. You can hear 
each note, no matter how many of them 
are coming at you per second, yet the 
sense of continuity leaves you gasping. 
There was a mutual support system with 
the orchestra, and Zander let me hear 
things I’ve never noticed before (like the 
gossamer yet sensual harp solo, played by 
wonderful Martha Moor). 

Drury returned for the bravura piano 
part in Stravinsky’s Petrushka, which Zan- 
der and the orchestra performed with 
equal bravura. Zander’s idea, and I had | 
my doubts, was to run surtitles explaining 
the story of the ballet. They were distract- 
ing at first, but it soon became clear that | 
the players were responding quite precisely | 
to Stravinsky’s every hint. They obviously | 
knew what each phrase signified, which | 
made for an unusually complex and con- 
sistently surprising sense of detail. I’ve 
seen performances of the ballet in which 
the dancers themselves weren’t nearly as 
funny — or moving — as Zander’s re- | 
markable musicians.

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Green Day's

nother fall is bringing 
another Green Day 
concert to New Eng- 
land (the Worcester 
Centrum this Friday). 
Green Day’s last visit, for a Phoenix/ 
WFNX-sponsored free concert last 
fall, brought an estimated 50,000 to 
70,000 fans to the Esplanade for an 
unforgettable night of punk 
adrenaline rush. Clocked at 17 min- 
utes, the show ended when fans 
rushed the barriers in front of the 
stage. The plug was pulled, and in 
the aftermath some folks blamed the 
band for not exerting more control 
over the crowd, especially in view of 
the altercations that took place be- 
tween fans and police. One wonders 
how that night felt for the band. 

“We were just kind of reveling in the 
chaos,” says drummer Tré Cool, on the 
phone from Alberta, where the band 
are preparing to play the Edmonton 
Coliseum, home of the Edmonton Oil- 
ers. “It was a total rush for us. Jumping 
up and down, ripping out flowers.” 

Were they ever concerned for their 
safety? “We ignore danger until we 
get hurt, and then it’s like, ‘Oh shit, I 
guess that was too dangerous.’ We 
probably learn from our mistakes, but 
we’re not very cautious people.” 

And what about the band’s respon- 
sibility to the audience, to make sure 
no one gets hurt? “It’s our responsi- 
bility to make them crazier. It’s to 
make people have a good time and 
remember it for the whole year. If it’s 
getting nutty, you don’t say, ‘Oh, you 
guys gotta chill.’ You gotta say, ‘Let’s 
go, let’s do another one,’ and just

keep playing.” 

On the serious side, Tré adds, “I 
think it’s our responsibility if there 
are fights, if people are just blatantly 
getting their asses kicked and it’s re- 
ally stupid. Then we stop and say 
something.” On the current tour, he 
says, “We have a 
guy that’s in the 
pit. It’s kind of 
like Asshole Con- 
trol. When there 
are big assholes 
around, he makes 
them go to the 
back. If they’re su- 


per-duper ass- 
holes, he kicks 
them out.” 


In the meantime, 
after the Hatch

Riverdales go the 
amones one better

lot of people would say 
that the Riverdales are 
kind of a regression,” 
admits the Chicago 
rio’s singer/ guitarist, 
Ben Foster. “And to a certain degree I 
would have to agree. Musically, any 
progressions I’ve made have been mi- 
nor at best. I can do different styles of 
punk rock, but it’s still just punk rock.” 

That’s a point of pride for Foster, the 






| 27-year-old punk who used to go by 
| the name of Ben Weasel when he front- 


ed Screeching Weasel — the second 
most popular band on Berkeley’s Look- 
out Records. The drummer in Look- 
out’s most popular band, Green Day’s 


| Tré Cool, is somewhat more emphatic 


in his description of the group that'll be 
opening for his own band at the Cen- 


| trum next Friday, and for the rest of 


their US tour. “The Riverdales,” he 
boasts, “are like the Ramones, only bet- 


| ter.” 


Sure enough, the Riverdales’ 
homonymous debut on Lookout, which 
was mixed by Green Day’s Billie Joe 
and released back in July, is a delirious 
blast of Ramones punk pop set to a 


|,.blitzkrieg beat with divebombing gui- 
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tars, no solos, and lyrics that sound 
something scrawled on notebook paper 
during recess at rock-and-roll high 
school. “We’re gonna get bombed at 
the senior prom, yeah, we’re gonna 
have fun tonight,” Foster barks on the 
disc’s tone-setting opener, “Fun 
Tonight.” (As it says inside the CD 
jacket, “There’s no lyric sheet included 
with this album. On purpose. Writing 
and asking for one would be point- 
less.”) And just to drive the Ramones 
point home, the Riverdales revive Joey’s 
punk Judy with “Judy Go Home,” get 
sentimental and doo-woppy with buzz- 
saw guitars on “Back to You,” allude to 
electro-shock-therapy in “Rehabilitat- 
ed,” and turn “Rockaway Beach” into 
“Hampton Beach.” 

But the Riverdales are more than just 
a tribute to the music of the Ramones; 
they’re also a trying to bring back the 
subversive ideals that were once en- 
compassed by the primal simplicity of 
Tommy’s rigid tom-tom beat and John- 
ny’s no-frills fuzz. As their Lookout 
press bio states, they’re here “to bury 
the bloated corpse of grunge . . . sorta 
like the Ramones did in the ’70s.” 

For Foster, who also writes a long- 
running, opinionated column for Maxi- 
mum Rock ‘n Roll, the division between 
grunge excess and punk economy 
comes down to the same basic elements

single situation that you possibly can. 
We’ve played much more places than 
a band like Aerosmith — the smallest 
squats and living rooms, crazy clubs, 
farms, bathrooms.” 

As for the new album, Tré agrees 
that Insomniac is much darker than 
last year’s Dookie, despite hopeful 
events like Tré and frontman Billie Joe 
becoming fathers. “It’s not as much 
of a pop record as Dookie. It’s more 
rockin’, more free, more of what we 
would sound like in a jam or live. We 
captured it onto fat fucking tape so 
we could get it real loud and real 
clear, and we used the same guy who 
did Dookie, Rob Covallo, to help pro- 
duce it, and an engineer named Kevin 
Army, who’s done a lot of great stuff 
on Lookout Records. But yeah, it’s 
the insomniac theme. These are mid- 
dle-of-the-night songs, way middle- 
of-the-night songs. It’s great.” 

The band have also become tired of 
all the old-punk, new-punk compar- 
isons. “We were all watching Sesame 
Street in 1976. I was four. ‘Yeah mom, 
I’m going to a Buzzcocks concert — 








can you wipe my butt before I go?’ 
People say, “That must be a big influ- 
ence on you, all that old ’70s stuff.’ 
NOPE! It’s the ’80s punk scene that 
was all the influence, really. Crimp- 
shrine, which is on Lookout vinyl only, 
Operation Ivy, Isocracy — bands we 
were friends with and went to shows.” 
And what about the Ramones? 
“I’ve never been to a Ramones 
show.” Q 


it did 20 years ago. “I can’t play guitar 
very well, but I can do this, which is ba- 
sically the Johnny Ramone school of 
guitar playing. The difference between 
me and Johnny is that he knows how to 
play real chords and I don’t. I just 
know how to play part of one bar 
chord, so my fingers on the fretboard 
never actually change position. I don’t 
want to learn how to play solos because 
I think that’s what leads to playing shit- 
ty music.” 

Foster is joined in the Riverdales by 
his pals from Screeching Weasel: 
bassist Dan Schafer, who used to be 
Danny Vapid, and drummer Dan Sulli- 
van, who used to be Danny Panic. 
(Green Day bassist Mike Dirnt filled 
Vapid’s shoes on Screeching Weasel’s 
final release, 1994’s How To Make En- 
emies and Irritate People.) And after 
playing for years in the confines of the 
insular punk underground, they’re 
greeting the kind of notoriety that 
comes with opening for Green Day 
with mixed feelings. 

“Just about every band I can think of 
would probably think of this as a cooler 
opportunity,” says Foster. “I appreciate 
it, but it’s not all good in my mind. You 
go out there and you're facing an audi- 
ence of the type of people you hated in 
high school. But there are usually cool 
people in the back, even at a huge 
Green Day show. A friend of mine 
toured with Green Day and he ran into 
this guy he knew in the back of the 
place, this guy who’s the lead singer in 
a very prominent, seriously left-wing 
political hardcore band. He asked the | 
guy, ‘What the hell are you doing | 
here?’ And the guy kind of hung his 
head in shame and admitted that he 
was a really big Green Day fan. So | 
just try and remember that there are 
people out there who get it.” Q F

Checking the latest from 
Chapman and Armatrading

ith the close-together 
release dates of Tracy 
Chapman’s New Be- 
ginning (Elektra) and 
Joan Armatrading’s 
What’s Inside (RCA) comes the opportu- 
nity to acknowledge that the two artists 
are somehow linked. And it’s not just that 
they’re both African-American female 
singer-songwriters who work from a 
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folk/pop base, both guitar players, both 
possessed of sonorous, unlovely but at 
times beguilingly expressive singing voices. 
There’s also the idea that seven years into 
the game and on album number four, 
Chapman’s relationship to Armatrading — 
a 21-year vet on album number 14, and a 
new label — is that of an epigone. Sort of 
H.P. Lovecraft to Armatrading’s Poe. No 
less an authority than The Rolling Stone 
Album Guide has said that Armatrading’s 
homonymous *’74 album as well as ’77’s 
Show Some Emotion “are required listen- 
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ing for Tracy Chapman fans.” 
Which pretty much makes it 
official. 

The Stone guide doesn’t say 
exactly what the Chapman fan 
will glean from listening to ear- 
ly Armatrading, but one sus- 
pects it’s something along the 
lines of an appreciation of 
showmanship. Armatrading has 
never had qualms about putting 
a song across, pleasing her au- 
diences. Chapman has tended 
to stay at the more stately re- 
move of one carrying her share 
of the folkie burden. 

On What’s Inside, Armatrad- 
ing’s willingness now sounds 
like eagerness. Her lyrics are 
simplicity itself, rather plain 
when taken out of context (so 
naturally there’s a lyric sheet, 
with every “hmmmm” and 
“oooh-ooh,” and “da-da-da” 
dumbly transcribed), and her 
melodies are modestly hooky, 
but the arrangements here are 
out of control. They keep shift- 
ing around, as though we needed to be 
coaxed and pampered. Strings are the 
main offenders. Whether pizzicato (which 
should be banned) or sawing away with 
mellifluous intent, the damn things keep 
reappearing. Supposedly the Kronos 
Quartet guests at one point, but I keep 
missing it in all the business. 

Aside from strings, it’s high-proficiency 
Adult Contempo, all the components pol- 
ished and pressed into place — which only 
underlines the point that Armatrading isn’t 
a polished pop singer. Her voice has an al- 
most gravelly dramatic quality that she un- 
derplays. When she sings “Obituary 
columns are filled with love/Don’t wait 
until it’s over” (on “Shapes And Sizes”), 
you think “nice groove,” despite the crimi- 
nal violins. She’s determined to make this 
a feelgood disc. And she does. 

Chapman offers a more solemn opti- 
mism. Her songs divide into the personal 
and the standard utopian; the latter seem 
more inherited than heartfelt, the tradi- 
tional touchstone of the folkish singer- 
songwriter of substance. And so the album 
opens with the one-two punch of “Heav- 
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en’s Here on Earth” and “New Begin- 
ning,” teeth-achingly inane examples of 
pop humanist folderol. Although those 
songs offer enough ear candy — bopping 
along nicely, rhythm section seemingly 
awake — one wonders whether the disc 
will ever recover. 

It does, but just barely. We still have to 
face “The Rape of the World.” Hey, lis- 
ten, I recycle. I give money to Green- 
peace. I even care, now and then. But 
taking a stand against strip mining will 
never make a successful leap from pam- 
phlet to musical idea. Mother Earth is a 
half-assed and soggy metaphor that 
should go the way of pizzicato strings. 
And “Tell It Like It Is” is reminiscent of a 
ditty I heard as a child called “Do a 
Duet,” where two people sang, “We’re 
going to do a duet” over and over again 
— and when it’s over, you think, well 
they did but they didn’t. So Chapman 
goes on speaking frankly about the “hor- 
rors of the world” without ever doing so. 
“Say it, say it, say it,” she sings. And I 
think, okay, but you go first. 

The personal stuff is better. Here, her 
low-key delivery serves as an anti-cloying 
device. “The Promise” could have been 
treacle, and “Remember the Tin Man” — 
well, consider the title — but these come 
across unsticky because of Chapman’s 
natural forlorn quality, which at crucial - 
moments of sentiment shades into a sort 
of bruised dignity. “Cold Feet,” about a 
young man’s fatal rite of passage, has a 
hoary mutable metaphor device that works 
much better than it should — again be- 
cause of her unforced solemnity. 

The instrumentation and arrangements 
here are far from austere, though next to 
Armatrading Chapman seems positively 
demure. What these two women really 
have in common is the way the moods of 
their latest discs seem to ignore the 
gloomier aspects of their vocal ranges: one 
by being determinedly happy, the other by 
being implacably naive. I’d go with happy 
even though it’s probably the more calcu- 
lated of the two. But what the hell, that’s 
showmanship for you. Q

Rasor’s edge 


Regrouping with Absolute 
Grey’s thoughtful leader

itchell Rasor may be 
the most obscure fa- 
mous musician in the 
area, Or vice versa. 
He’s been making al- 
bums since his mid teens — first with the 
neo-psychedelic band Absolute Grey, 
more recently as a solo artist. He has a 
cult following in the US and in Europe; 
he’s got large-indie distribution through 
Caroline; his press kit is thick with raves, 
including a lengthy entry on Absolute 
Grey in the Trouser Press Record Guide. 
Steve Albini once listed Grey, Galaxie 
500, and Eleventh Dream Day as bands 


| that “make men cringe, make boys lust af- 


ter other boys and put cattle off their 
feed” — which could be taken as a com- 


| pliment of sorts. Yet Rasor’s profile has 
| verged on non-existent since he relocated 


| from upstate New York to Boston a few 


years back (he currently lives in Portland, 


| Maine). That’s largely because he hasn’t 


played a single gig since making the 


|} move. 


One reason is that he’s been physically 


| unable to play them. Around the time of 
| his relocation, he developed Méniére’s 
| syndrome, an inner-ear condition that 
| produces dizziness and buzzing in the 


ears — hence the title of his current CD, 
The Hive That Is My Head (released last 
year on Big Beat; just re-released through 
Caroline). The other is that Rasor, who’s 


| employed as a landscape architect, doesn’t 
| feel especially tied to the rock world. 


“Ideally I see my career as an artist, which 
includes visual things as well as music — 
and I’ve written as well, for a few obscure 
academic journals. I also don’t think of 
myself as a particularly charismatic per- 
former, and I figure I’ve seen so many 
bad shows that I don’t want to con- 


| tribute.” 


If bad shows aren’t exactly unique, nei- 


| ther are deep-thinking rock albums whose 


ph ote ino 


surface catchiness is laced with melancho- 
lia. But Rasor’s made a good one. In fact 
he’s made a bunch, but The Hive refines 
the mix of country/folk/pop/loud-guitar 
elements that he began exploring with Ab- 
solute Grey (whose singer Beth Brown, 
now living reclusively in the Boston out- 
skirts, adds harmonies on most tracks). 
Fans of Kevin Salem, Antenna, or even Yo 
La Tengo should find a similar mix of 
quiet intensity and noisy intensity on Ra- 
sor’s album, which alternates between 
acoustic tracks and moody rockers with 
backing by the now-defunct Lotus Eaters. 
Although his lyrics are less despairing 
then the ones Brown wrote for Absolute 
Grey, the haunting tunes remain his spe- 
cialty — thus his stab at a between-the- 
eyes rocker (the punningly titled “Radio 
Juan”) doesn’t work as well as subtler 
pieces like “Roman Hands” and the title 
track, which put his melodic gifts and 
subtly grabbing vocals to good use.

Absolute Grey were sometimes seen as 
the East Coast franchise of the “Paisley 
Underground,” the neo-psychedelic clique 
that included Green on Red, the Dream 
Syndicate, and the Three O’Clock. But 
unlike those bands, Grey were too young 
to have experienced psychedelia firsthand. 
“At that point I’d gone from the Grease | 
soundtrack to Rocket to Russia within two 
years; I didn’t realize yet that there wasn’t 
much difference between the two. I’ve al- 
ways been fortunate that I could take 
whatever teen angst I had and channel it 
into the band. What Remains [Absolute 
Grey’s best album] is a bleak record, but 
every over-ambitious teenager should 
have a chance to make something like 
that.” 

Rasor put band life aside when he went 
to Oberlin College in the late ’80s, but the 
school was something of a hotbed at the 
time. Come guitarist Chris Brokaw was 
playing with various bands (“He was a 
campus god, sort of our J Mascis charac- 
ter”), and the band Pay the Man were 
based there. But the best-known member

| roster, and part of the label’s unique compilation package. 


of Rasor’s class was a quiet woman who 
| he didn’t know wrote songs. “I knew her 
| peripherally, but I had no idea she played 
| guitar until | saw her album. It was like 
finding out your mother had made an al- 
bum.” Intrigued, he took Liz Phair’s CD 
home. 

Rasor’s own breakthrough may be his 
next album, which was being wrapped up 
when we met for coffee at the Middle East 
recently. Titled Waterloo in Reverse, it’s a 
double-length CD that came from a load- 
ed period in his life. 

“As part of the treatment for Méniére’s | 
was put on antidepressants, and when | 
went off those I got incredibly depressed. 
My idea for the album has-changed a little, 
since I didn’t think I could pull off a Pink 
Moon [a particularly bleak Nick Drake al- 
| bum]. It’s more musical than what I usual- 
| ly do, more produced and less like an in- 
| die-rock album. It started as a theme al- 
| bum about a Kurt Cobain—type character, 
| since he was the first public figure that 
| died who really affected me. One song 
called ‘Down’ is about his wife; it’s just my 
| way of dealing with that situation.” He’s 
also written a song about his sordid fasci- 
nation with the Cobain/Love/Mary Lou 
Lord triangle, which may be a hidden 
track on the CD if he dares to release it. 

Since he’s now got a publishing deal 
with Warners, it’s also likely that a major 
label will put out the next album. “In 
some ways it will be my real debut. Until

| MORE LABELS. If local rock bands 
| signing to major labels was the trend of 
| 94, the proliferation of local labels seems 
| to be this year’s equivalent. A recent sev- 
| en-night period brought no fewer than 
| three label kickoff shows, starting with the 
| packed-and-sweaty Q Division gig at T.T. 
| the Bear’s Place two weeks ago. The fol- 
| lowing week brought a Bill’s Bar show for 
the Monolyth label, which is coming back 
to life after more than a year in limbo, and 
| a kickoff party for the singles label Clama- 
| rama at the Middle East. 

Monolyth’s relaunch project has the 
| most creative packaging we've seen in a 
while. Titled Music for a Modern Home, it 
| puts 7-inch singles by five different bands 
| (Mother, Mosquito, Madam Zonk, Jack 
| Frosting, and Modern Farmer) in a pizza 
box (looks like a small one from Pizzeria 
| Uno), together with a CD including all 
| the singles plus bonus tracks. It sells for 
| the price of a regular CD. 
| “You can’t make any money on seven- 
inchers, but CD’s have such a large profit 
| margin that we can sell this package and 
| still come out ahead,” explains label own- 
| er Jeff Marshall, whd’s also booking Tues- 
| day nights at Bill’s Bar these days. 
| Monolyth’s disappearance stems from an 
| ill-fated deal with Victory/PolyGram, 
which re-released Modern Farmer’s first 
| album without much success. “That’s 
| what I learned about major labels: they 
can promise you the world and not deliv- 
| er,” says Marshall. 

Modern Farmer turn up with a strong 
trio of new tracks on the CD. Other stand- 
| outs come from Madam Zonk (who had a 
surprise highlight on Curve of the Earth’s 
| Girl CD) and the Bulkhead spinoff band 
Jack Frosting, whose track “Sting Is 
| Dead” boasts a killer hook, a smart ar- 
rangement, and a very hopeful title. As for 
Mother, suffice to say that Marshall has a 
| higher arena-rock tolerance than I do. 

The following night brought the Clama- 
| rama bash at the Middle East, featuring 
| the label’s entire roster (Bosley, Prime 
| Movers, and the Nines), plus guests 6L6 
| (who are lately sounding more punk than 


metal — more tunes, less bluster), Under- 
ball, Binge, and Howie & the Sour Va-

all comes from the same clique, but it’s a 
good clique, representing the garage-fun 
side of things.

Richman was demanding a low-volume 
set). It took a pair of well-chosen cover 
tunes (Herman’s Hermits’ “I’m into 
Something Good” and Talking Heads’ 
very appropriate “Naive Melody”) to 
break the ice.

Atlantic keeps the heart 
of Irish music beating fast

ith the peace process 
in Ireland moving

Heartbeat series, which promotes Irish 
music that’s traditional and hip, has new 


| CDs from two of its best: the choral 


group Anina, whose sophomore effort is 


| titled Invocation, and composer/pro- 


ducer Bill Whelan, who brings us music 
from his European hit show Riverdance 
(it’s coming to Radio City this spring). 
Blix Street Records chips in with Angels 
Candles, from fiddle player/vocalist 
Maire Breatnach, whose The Voyage of 
Bran was part of the debut Celtic Heart- 
beat release package back in March. 
Both Antna and Breatnach turn up 
prominently on Riverdance — a lesson in 
cooperation that oughtn’t to be lost on 
the politicians. 

Actually Atlantic had planned to re- 
lease three Irish albums this fall, but 
Clannad’s Lore, scheduled to be out last 
month, has been postponed to February. 
Which is too bad, since it looked to be 
one of their best. With half a dozen

hearted Irish folksongs — and in three 
languages (English, Latin, Gaelic). 


If Invocation is the slightest bit disap- |

Thomas Moore song here, “The Last 
Rose of Summer,” has no body (compare 
it with the gorgeous Clannad version on 
Crann Ull), and the last verse is missing. 


The elaborate part-singing of Yeats’s | 
“Innisfree,” on the other hand, seems al- | 


most fussy next to Loreena McKennitt’s 
limpid, plangent arrangement of his “The 
Two Trees.” 

Throughout the women’s solos are 
fragile blooms; Irish flavor is provided by 
low whistle, harp, and uilleann pipes, but 
there’s also a lot of guitar. And the book- 
let is annoyingly inconsistent about pro- 
viding lyrics: sometimes the original but 
no translation, sometimes the translation 
but no original, sometimes nothing, not 
even a mention of what language the 
song is in. If Atlantic hopes to build a se- 
rious audience for traditional Irish mu- 
sic, it needs to treat these releases as 
more than easy listening. (In “Sleep- 
song,” “Codail began” means “Sleep a 
little while” and “Uair ni hegail duit a 
bheg” is “So that you might fear no dan- 
ger, little one.”) 


There’s still a lot to be thankful for. | 
“Quis est Deus,” a slow, hypnotizing | 


chant sung a cappella by a trio of female 
soloists, shows that even back in the sev- 
enth century people were asking tough 
questions (“Who is God/And Where is 
he/Of whom is he/And where does he 
live?”).

AL JUNGLE (Deal With It 
Records). Last year’s outstanding 
Ancient Ritual album by alto-sax- 
man Simmons on Quincy Jones's 
Qwest label seemed like an act of 
cosmic justice. Simmons had been 
playing superb jazz with a fierce 
experimental fervor for three 
decades without a major-label 
payoff. Now his newest is on a 
label run by his former cello play- 
er, Kirk Heydt, and available for a 
$14 money order through the mail. 
However erratic the financial 
rewards Simmons knows, he is 
one of our greatest alto players. 
He has a way of articulating sharp- 
edged phrases in a violently con- 
vulsive fashion that makes every 
performance on this session from 
the ‘80s a hair-raising experience. 
Six original Simmons tunes are 
vividly performed here by the lead- 
er, Heydt, a pair of bassists — one 
electric, one acoustic — and a 
drummer with many hundreds of 
hands. As one title suggests, 
Simmons sounds as if he were 
“Walking on Top of the Sky.”

DON’T KNOW ME (Arabesque). 
Boy wonder Thomas Chapin 
knocked out a lot of folks at 
Newport '95, and here he’s sprung 
surprises on his second album for 
a young New York label. His 
“Safari Notebook,” five pieces 
(more than half the CD) that stem 
from his 1993 playing junket to 
South Africa and Namibia, are 
scored for your basic bop quintet 
but have a distinctive ring. He has 
drawn a catchy bounce in the beat 
of “Kaokoland” out of high-life, and 
drummer Reggie Nicholson is right 
on it. Chapin plays an antique 
mezzo-soprano saxophone (tuned 
to F, as on “Kunene”) with a 
throaty, earthy sound. 

The ace up his sleeve, though, 
is Tom Harrell as guest brassmas- 
ter. Harrell has an exquisite ability 
to sit in as though he'd lived with a 
band, reading charts as if he'd 
dreamed them, playing brassy 
angels and demons. The taut, 
exciting session tamps down with 
two searing “ballads”: “Goodbye” 
and the Eddy Arnoid/Cindy Walker 
country crooner of the title.

The more you love 
XTC, the more you'll hate this 
album, on which their songs are 
performed mainly by bands who 
aren't fit to clean Andy Partridge’s 
toilet. What XTC deserve is a trib- 
ute by the many good acts they've 
influenced (for starters, where are 
Guided by Voices, Aimee Mann, 
the Posies, and Matthew Sweet?). 
All they get here are nonentities 
like Crash Test Dummies, P. Hux, 
and the fast-declining They Might 
Be Giants; a couple of deservedly 
unknown outfits (Spacehog and 
Verve Pipe); and inappropriate 
match-ups like Sarah McLachlan 
(who can't make head or tail of 
“Dear God”), Joe Jackson (doing 
his current new-age shtick on 
“Statue of Liberty"), and Rubén 
Blades (who murders “The Man 
Who Sailed Around His Soul,” 
missing the irony by miles). 

Only Freedy Johnston and the 
Rembrandts come out unscathed, 
doing respectful carbon-copy ver- 
sions of “Earn Enough for Us” and 
“Making Plans for Nigel.” The real 
XTC, in disguise as Terry & the 
Lovemen, do an improved version 
of “The Good Things,” an old B- 
side. Otherwise, it sounds as if 
XTC’s long-deserved testimonial 
dinner had been catered by 
McDonald's.

Some will no doubt view this 
album as evidence of Daniel 
Lanois’s perverse monomania — 
his desire to subordinate every 
artist he produces to his own 
sound and vision (Bob Dylan, U2, 
Neville Bros.). And at times this 
does seem like a Lanois album 
with guest lead vocals by 
Emmylou Harris.

its lead singer, Cia Berg. On We 
Care, Whale's much-awaited 
debut CD, Berg, guitarist Henrik 
Schyffert, and bassist Gordon 
Cyrus tread the same hip-hop-to- 
rock path as the Beastie Boys, but 
without the aggrandizing self-con- 
sciousness. 

The result is a quirky collection 
of tunes that run from the preco- 
cious to the bizarre. In addition to 
the “Hobo” single, you'll find the 
techno-industrial “Electricity” (a 
charged-up piece of sensory over- 
load), the coy, coquettish “I'll Do 
Ya" (where Cia’s voice alternates 
between innocent babe and brazen 
which features the sounds of 
acoustic guitars and maracas 
against Berg's mellow crooning. As 
if to top the outrageousness of 
“Hobo,” guest vocalist Tricky joins 
Berg on the delightfully sleazy 
“Young, Dumb, and Full of Cum,” 
with Tricky’s smug affectations pro- 
viding the perfect foil for Berg's 
come-hither advances.

RECENT FUTURE. (Green 
Linnet). Fans of western 
Canadian folk singer/writer 
Keelaghan's previous My Skies 
will find much to like here, too: the 
strong, soothing baritone, his keen 
eye for subtleties of the human 
heart on “Sweetgrass Moon,” the 
historian’s knack for portraying 
ordinary people's courage amid 
crisis. Irony and terror rage like the 
wildfire in the historical drama 
“Cold Missouri Waters.” 
“Metaphorical Lazarus” indicts the 
media for idealizing the dead 
Nixon. Too bad the liner notes 
don't give us a bit more context for 
the more obscure real-life events 
on which some songs are based. 
Back-up is your standard folkie 
acoustic guitar and bass livened 
up by uilleann pipes, mandolin, 
concertina, and accordion hinting 
at the party music of Keelaghan’s 
ancestral Ireland.

** Heather Nova, OYSTER (Big 
Cat/Work). The lead single, “Walk 
This World,” and the album's slew 
of double entendres give the initial 
impression of a throwaway effort 
from yet another empowered 
temptress singer of the Tori 
Amos/Liz Phair school. But Nova’s 
bass-and-cello-led back-up pro- 





vides just enough of a graceful 
bed for her layers of clipped and 
often whispered vocals to keep 
things interesting. There's more to 
Oyster than superficial lust and a 
cute voice. When Nova descends 
into the hellish world of the char- 
acter “Biue Black,” she transcends 
the usual tale of victimization. This 
album is about hidden depths.

xkkxkx* Bryn Terfel, THE 
VAGABOND (DG). This dark- 
browed, long-haired 30-year-old 
Welsh bass-baritone is now the 
shining exemplar of a great tradition 
of British baritones who combine 
swagger with sensitivity — a some- 
times lumbering delicacy ripe for 
parody. He's already made his mark 
in opera in this country, singing 
Mozart at the Met. His latest album, 
though, places him squarely in the 
post-Tennysonian English parior, 
singing about the open road and the 
open sea, or — since the empire is 


longer possible. Even Gerald Finzi's 
enchanting, elegant, and moving 
settings of Shakespeare songs — in 
far from authentic Elizabethan 
style — demonstrate this elegiac 
nostalgia for empire and the noble 

The composers here are 
among the cream of 20th-century 
British art-song writers: Raiph 
Vaughan Williams, Finzi, John 
ireland, and the immensely gifted 
George Butterworth, who died in 
the Great War at the age of 31. 
Except for Shakespeare, all the 
lyrics are by virtually contemporary 
English poets: Robert Louis 
Stevenson (whose Songs of 
Travel Vaughan Williams began 
setting only seven years after they 
were first published), A.E. 
Housman, and the exceedingly 
(excessively?) popular poet-laure- 
ate John Masefield. 

Every art song after Schubert 
owes something to Schubert. The 
ones here owe a special debt to 
Schubert's two great cycles about 
wanderers, Die schéne Miillerin 
and Winterreise (“Winter Journey’). 
Robert Louis Stevenson said that 
he based the first poem in his cycle 
The Vagabond on a Schubert tune, 
and Vaughan Williams respects 
Stevenson's ions. 

Terfel is a remarkable singer. 
That rich, dark gleam in his voice 
and his imaginative identification 
with the text convey both passion 
and earnestness, power and 
nuance, lyric expansiveness and 
narrative drama. He isn't hurt by 
the rhythmic spring of Malcolm 
Martineau’s rippling accompani- 
ment. In the most remarkable 
song on the album, George 
Butterworth's chilling setting of 
Housman's “is my team plough- 
ing?”, a bitterly ironic dialogue 
between a dead man and the 
friend who's now sleeping with the 
dead man’s former sweetheart, 
Terfel sings both voices: one with 
pale emptiness, the other with vital 
intensity and irony — and both 
from the inside.
